ECONDITIONING is an Army term 

used to describe the process for re- 
storing physical and mental health and 
efficiency to soldiers following hospital- 
ization for diseases, wounds, or injuries. 
In other words, the gap between a sick 
soldier and a well soldier again on duty 
with his unit is being bridged by the 
Army Reconditioning Program. 

The Army has a great responsibility to 
the soldier who has been rendered tem- 
porarily unable to continue doing his part 
toward winning the war. If all wounded 
men were discharged, the Army’s fighting 
eficiency would be’ gravely impaired 
through loss of many of its most experi: 
enced men. 

On the other hand, if 100,000 of the 
sick and wounded in Army hospitals whe 
ordinarily would require six weeks to re- 
cover are put back on their feet in half 
that length of time, that is equivalent to 
hoosting the armed forces of the allies by 
0,000 men. This is the purpose of a 
varied program of physical and mental 
activity, coordinated under medical su- 
pervision, now in effect in all Army hos- 
pitals. 

There is an even bigger saving in man 
power and health resources than that 
through Reconditioning, the patient 
put back to active duty. Because he was 
not permitted to deteriorate through in- 
activity while he was in the hospital, he 
is not weak when he leaves and does not 
require days or weeks to regain strength 
gradually before he can do his job effli-

ciently. Final test of the Physical Re- 
conditioning program before he is re- 
leased from the hospital is a 15-mile hike 
With ful! pack. 

Reconditioning has been carried out ip 
some \rmy hospitals for a little over a 
year. \ctually, the program was not or- 
dered set up in all Army hospitals until 
last September. Now it is operating in all 
Service commands and most foreign thea- 
ters.

New Promotion Policy 
Established For Navy 


. The policies followed by the Navy De- 
partment in making temporary promo- 
tions of all ranks of officers, Regular and 
Reserve, active list and retired, have been 
definitely stated in a memorandum signed 
by Rear Adm. L. E. Denfeld, Assistant 
Chief of Naval Personnel, text of which 
appears below. 

The memorandum is based upon pol- 
icies approved some weeks ago by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox. 

It is made clear that retired officers 
will be promoted on nearly the same basis 
as active list officers, continuous active 
service since 8 Sept. 1939 being counted 
in determining eligibility. 

Spot promotions are to be used to the 
minimum. 

En bloc promotions will be continued 
for promotions to lieutenant (junior 
grade) and to lieutenant. Promotions to 
higher grades will be by selection. The 
en bloc promotion hereafter will be made 
monthly, instead of once or twice a year 
as in the past. 

The policy prescribes certain minimum 
lengths of service before advancement, 
but states that such minima may be ex-

Asks Rank for War Service 

Legislation to authorize advancement 
on retirement to highest grade held dur- 
ing World War II was introduced in the 
Ifouse 23 March by Representative Pow- 
ers, N. J. 

Such advancements would be honorary 
only, and would carry no increase in pay. 

Mr. Powers’ bill, HR. 4467, would pro- 
vide that all officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men who served in the Armed 
Forces during World War II, shall be ad- 
vanced in rank on retirement to the high- 
est commissioned, warrant or enlisted 
grade held. 

Pointing out that similar legislation 
exists to reward service in the first 
World War, Mr. Powers stated that his 
bill was simply a measure of justice and 
predicted that the War Department 
would endorse it promptly. 

The Army is reported to be consider- 
ing not only the honorary rank reward 
proposed by Mr. Powers, but actual one- 
grade permanent promotions for those 
who have held higher temporary rank, as 
pointed out in the 25 March issue of the 
ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL. Under the 
proposal under consideration, a captain 
who served as a lieutenant colonel, for 
example, would retire with actual rank 
and pay of major and honorary rank of 
lieutenant colonel. 








House this week authorized a post war 
military policy committee, voted $25,000 
to finance the committee’s work, and 
heard its Speaker name 23 prominent 
Congressmen to service on the group. 

Heading the group, as previously stated 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, is Repre- 
sentative Woodrum, of Va., long a de- 
fense proponent and ranking Democrat 
on the Appropriations Committee. Also 
on the committee is Representative Wads- 
worth, N. Y., sponsor of thé resolution 
which created the group. 

The Rules Committee considered and 
approved the Wadsworth resolution last 
Friday, and within three hours had filed 
the necessary written report on the reso- 
lution with the House. 

The House itself adopted the resolution 
on 28 March, and immediately afterward 
voted $25,000 to finance the committee. 
The resolution was amended to increase 
the total membership from the 21 orig- 
inally provided, to 23, including seven 
from the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, seven from the Naval Affairs 
committee, and nine from the House at 
large. 

Favor Single Defense Dept. 

Membership of the committee was an- 
nounced by the Speaker on 29 March, and 
at the same time the chairman, Mr. 
Woodrum, issued a formal statement out- 
lining the purposes of the committee. He 
made no direct reference to possible con- 
solidation of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, declaring only that the commit- 
tee would study the development of unity 
of command as practiced during the pres- 
ent war, with a view to determining to 
what extent that unity of command may 
be developed and applied as a part of 
future military policy. 

That two members of his group, how- 
ever, envision a single department of war 
for land, sea, and air forces and foresee 
consolidation of the present Military and 
Naval Affairs Committee into one com 
mittee was disclosed in testimony on the 
resolution before the Rules Committee. 

One of the members is Representative 
Wadsworth, N. Y., author of the resolu- 
tion; the other, Chairman Vinson of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, who has 
consistently been a strong supporter of 
the post-military planning committee. 


Unity of Command 

Citing the unity of command achieved 
in all theaters where land and sea forces 
are employed, Mr. Wadsworth declared 
“The Army and Navy are no longer sim- 
ply separate institutions. 

“We shall find ourselves moving to- 
wards a unity of administration here (in 
Washington), perhaps towards a single 
department,” he continued. “Congress 
must study the question of unity of com- 
mand as a permanent military policy.” 

Representative Vinson told the Rules 
Committee that “We must face the ques- 
tion of one department of national de- 
fense and one committee in Congress.”

State Military Forces 


Present indications are that State 
forces along the lines of the old National 
Guard will be reestablished after the 
war, Lieutenant General Hugh A. Drum, 
USA-Ret., declared 25 March at the an- 
nual dinner of the New York State Guard. 
General Drum, formerly commanding 
general of the Eastern Defense Command 
and now head of the New York Guard, 
recently returned to New York after con- 
ferences with War Department officials 
in Washington, 

“Plans are now being formulated,” 
General Drum said, “relative to the place 
State forces will play in our National De- 
fense forces. The picture is not clear or 
complete to date, as many indeterminate 
factors are involved. It does appear that 
State forces along the lines of the old Na- 
tional Guard will be reestablished. If a 
Universal Training and Obligation Sys- 
tem is adopted, the State forces partici- 
pating, we will have forces of all arms 
and services and can look forward to an 
active participation on the basis of a joint 
State - Federal controlled, homogeneous 
force.” 

Continuing the General said: “Our 
plans for the future of the State force 
after the war are being formulated. You 
must realize that the National Guard 
units now in Federal service will not re- 
turn to the State with the same person- 
nel as when they left some three years 
ago. The personnel has been spread 
throughout the whole Army. Many or- 
ganizations have been broken up and sev- 
eral new ones organized. Consequently, 
what will come back, in the main, will 
be unit designations and thousands of 
individuals. They will not return as a 
whole, but in small groups as war ends in 
various parts of the world. It seems evi- 
dent that the existing State Guard units 
will have to form the nucleus of the re- 
constituted New York National Guard. 
The amalgamating and rebuilding of this 
new force will be a task resting to a large 
extent on your shoulders and I hope you 
will give serious thought to this prob- 
lem,” 

Discussing State Guards the General 
said: 

“With the entry of the State National 
Guard into Federal service and the organiza- 
tion of large Federal forces, a tendency de- 
veloped on the part of some authorities to 
ignore the existence and functions of State 
military forces. These authorities appeared 
to desire that the full burden of “law and 
order” in a broad sense, should rest upon 
the Federal government and its armed forces. 
They planned to federalize rather completely 
what is called “internal security.” Starting 
with defense of the coast and frontier an 
the transportation systems essential thereto 
ind to shipments overseas, the security of 
production plants was also tied into the sys- 
tem. No doubt war conditions warranted 
such action in these specifie cases. However, 
with attempts to extend the scope of the 
Federal system to include domestic disturb- 
ances, local disasters and protective powers 
of the State, the fundamentals of our govern- 
ment were being jeopardized. The sovereign- 
ty of the State would be supplanted and 
absorbed by centralized authority. The tra- 
litional principle that the protective power 
of the State should employ all State resources 
before calling for Federal assistance was 
about to be discarded. * * * 

“I do not believe that this trend was desir- 
able—at least so far as it concerns the mili- 
tary power and responsibility of the State—

and I am pleased to see very definite signs 
that it is being reversed. The progress of the 
war has carried large Federal forces overseas 
and more will no doubt join in overseas op- 
erations. Irrespective of any theoretical ten 
dency toward centralized control, we must 
face these problems with a practical view- 
oint. Never before in this war has the 
State Guard been so important. Much more 
reliance must be placed on its availability 
as the protective force of the State. 

“In maintaining and applying the principle 
of government just touched upon, it is essen- 
tial that a State have at its disposal the 
power to perform its constitutional duty. 
That power comprises such military forces 
as may be necessary to protect its people and 
their property as well as to insure “law and 
order.” Within the scope of this view are 
included all conceivable major disasters and 
disturbances to society and the welfare of the 
public. Our times are hard and the course 
of the war, and of the peace to follow, may 
not alleviate them in the near future—in fact, 
in the interest of a successful conclusion of 
the war, we may expect more trving times 
involving all phases of our life. While minor 
violations of the criminal law are primarily 
within the functions of local authorities, the 
consecnences of uncurbed defiances of such 
authorities are illustrated by the recent riots 
in Detroit. Here, minor episodes coupled 
with false rumors spread within the City, 
developed rapidly into major conflicts, caus- 
ing serious losses and destruction. The early 
presence of adequate military forces to curb 
the violators would have prevented the spon- 
taneous uprising and mob action which rap- 
idly occurred in many parts of the City. 
As soon as such forces arrived on the scene, 
the situation was readily taken in hand.”

In turning the keys to the sturdy, one- 
quarter ton 4 x 4 reconnaissance truck 
over to Col. N. B. Briscoe, Post Com- 
mander at Fort Knox, for shipment to 
Washington, he relinquished the Depot's 
title to one of the earliest jeeps to roll 
off the assembly line in 1940.

Save War’s High Honors 
A statement that the war’s high honors 
should not be awarded by Congress until 
the conflict is over was made in the Sen- 
ate 30 March by Chairman David I, 
Walsh of the Senate Naval Committee. 


The question arose during the discus- 
sion which preceded unanimous passage 
of a bill to present, in the name of Con- 
gress, the Distinguished Service Medal to 
Admirai Chester W. Nimitz for his ser- 
vice in the Pacific. Senator Vandenberg 
said that while he was not opposing the 
decoration in the case of Admiral Nimitz 
he would like to know if the procedure 
of awarding such an honor by Congress 
was establishing a precedent, in view of 
the fact that the resident already has 
awarded Admiral Nimitz a DSM. 

To this Senator Walsh replied: 

“I should say that personally I do not be- 
lieve in bestowing honors or decorations on 
Army or Navy officers while the war is in 
progress. I think after the war is over we 
ought to extend to the limit whatever powers 
Congress may have in expressing commenda- 
tion and appreciation of outstanding military 
services, 

“Some years ago from this floor Mr. Justice 
Holmes was paid a tribute for his excellent 
service as a justice of the Supreme Court. 
He wrote back to the Senate who paid him 
the tribute a remarkable letter in which he 
said that nobody ought to be thanked or 
praised for doing his full and complete duty, 
tor being an honest judge or an able judge, 
or other public servant. I have felt that 
that sentiment applies also to the officers and 
men of the Army and Navy and to other 
faithful public officials. . . . 

“I can see no objection to Congress’ taking 
this action in this instance but I should like 
to say that I fee] that action in the future in 
regard to these awards ought to be guarded 
while the war is in progress. Nobody knows 
what mishaps may occur in the months ahead, 
and we ought not to overdo the matter of 
extending our thanks and our appreciation 
by special acts of Congress.” 

Senator Vandenberg suggested in ref- 
erence to the proposal in bebalf of Ad- 
miral Nimitz, for whom he expressed 
high admiration, that he thought it in- 
vidious to confine the nation’s recogni- 
tion at this moment to just one out of the 
galaxy of heroic and able patriots who 
are serving in the armed forces of the 
United States.

Change Control of Prisoners 


Supervision and control of naval pris- 
ons and prisoners has been transferred 
from the Judge Advocate General to the 
Chief ef Naval Personnel. The change, 
effective 10 March, leaves legal functions 
— to prisoners in the hands of the 
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Distribution of Army 


In spite of the many recent shifts of 
manpower, the Secretary of War an- 
nounced this week that the division of 
the Army remains with about one-third 
in'the Army Air Forces and the balance 
divided between the Army Ground Forces 
and the Army Service Forces. 

Questioned at his press conference 
about the distribution of manpower in 
the Army, the Secretary said: 


“The Army’s manpower objective of 7,700,- 
000 has not been changed. However, the fact 
that the Selective Service system has not pro- 
duced enough new men on their scheduled 
quotas has made necessary certain shifts of 
personnel within the Army. This was for the 
purpose of meeting immediate needs of our 
new units and for the replacements of men 
whom we had to withdraw from existing 
units for replacement overseas. 

“Had personnel been delivered on schedule, 
more time would have been available to or- 
ganize and train units to meet the dates 
scheduled on the basis of our strategic plans. 
As a result of this shortage, it was necessary 
to draw men from activities less essential at 
the moment, in order to meet immediate and 
pressing needs for replacements and new 
units, 

“While holding to its authorized goal of 
7,700,000, the Army has assumed a greater 
load than was contemplated at the time that 
level was set. It is planning to meet this in- 
creased load within that preyiously deter- 
mined strength by every measure of man- 
power economy practicable. Thus, certain ac- 
tivities such as the Army Specialized Train- 
ing Program, which are very desirable but 
not absolutely essential, must be sacrificed 
for immediate needs. Certain contemplated 
activities can now be curtailed since they were 
based on past forecasts; for example, our 
superiority in the air reduces our expected 
losses and, as a result, some 36,000 men, pre- 
viously selected for air crew training from 
the ground arms and services will be re- 
turned by the Army Air Forces, to the 
Army Ground Forces and Army Service 
Forces. 

“Measures are also being taken to displace 
from installations and activities within the 
United States men who are physically quali- 
fied for overseas duty and replace them in 
part by those not qualified and by those re- 
turned from duty overseas. At the same time 
these activities will be reduced. This plan 
also includes the substitution of civilians for 
soldiers where practicable; for example, mili- 
tary personnel engaged in teaching i literates 
are being replaced by civilians whenever suit- 
able replacements can be found. There has 
been no change in the continuing need for ad- 
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ditional trained combat pilots. The Army Air 
Force has practically reached its planned 
strength, and combat losses have been lower 
than expected. As a result, the training pro- 
gram is being readjusted to meet maintenance 
requirements. The release of the 56,000 men 
who had been selected for air crew training 
will not impair the ability of the Army Air 
Force to meet requirements for air crew per- 
sonnel. 

“The division of the Army remains with 
about one-third in the AAF and the balance 
divided between the AGF and the ASF. Geo- 
graphically, about one-third of the total Army 
strength was overseas on January 1, 1944, and 
will be doubled by the end of 1944.” 


Approve Generals’ Bill 

The bill (S. 1410) to permit up to 25 
per cent of the Army’s permanent briga- 
dier generals of the line to be appointed 
from among officers with less than 28 
years’ commissioned service was signed 
by the President this week, shortly after 
its submission to him. 

The bill had been pending in Congress 
since October, 1943, when it was drawn 
up to validate the appointment of five 
officers with less than 28 years’ service 
as brigadier generals. 

The officers are Lt. Gen. George CO. 
Kenney, Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark, Lt. 
Gen. Ira C. Eaker, Maj. Gen. Thomas T. 
Handy and Maj. Gen. Walter B. Smith, 





all of whom are lieutenant colonels in | 


the Regular Army. 

Pending with these five nominations 
are the names of five officers named for 
permanent promotion to major general 
and four other officers named for perma- 
nent appointment as brigadier generals. 


No action is expected to be taken on | 


any of the nominations until after the 
Congress returns from its recess on 12 
April. They are then expected to be acted 
upon individually. 

It has been learned that the War De- 
partment has determined that it is not 
legally necessary to resubmit the nomina- 
tions of the five officers who were not 
eligible for appointment as brigadier gen- 
erals at the time their nominations were 
submitted. 


WACs Now In Australia 


A small contingent of the Women’s 
Army Corps recently arrived in Australia 
from the United States. In addition, three 
British women have been commissioned 
officers in the WAC and are on duty at 
General Douglas MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters.

Naval Officers Subsistence 
The following order regarding changes 
to be made on officers substituted in gen- 
eral messes of all vessels and at stations 
outside the United States has been issued 


| by the Navy Department: 


Effective 1 April 1944 officers regularly sub- 
sisted in general. messes of Naval vessels of 
all types and in general messes at Naval ac- 
tivities outside the continental United States, 
inePuding Alaska, will be charged a uniform 
rate of 70 cents per diem by checkage in 
pay account only. Commanding officers will 


direet checkages in pay accounts monthly or . 


upon detachment of officers concerned for 
such subsistence. Requests for checkages in 
letter form may be used, listing names, ranks 
and mamber of days subsistence is furnished 
each officer. Unaccomplished copies of re- 
quest for checkage will be forwarded with 
the ration record (SandA Form 45) to sub- 
stantiate the number of rations issued to 
officers. Accomplished copies of checkages 
will be retained in commissary files. 

Officers regularly subsisted in general 
messes who are required to be absent from 
their regular station will be provided with a 
certificate that their pay accounts are being 
checked for subsistence in the general mess 
and that they are entitled to meals at all 
times from other general messes without ad- 
ditional charge. Officers so subsisted will be 
taken up as supernumeraries on separate 
monthly ration memorandum. 

flicers who are not regularly subsisted in 
general messes of ships or stations to which 
attached, when subsisted in the general mess 
of another activity, will be charged for the 
actual number of meals furnished at the rate 
of 20 cents for breakfast, 30 cents for dinner 
and 20 cents for supper, which may be 
paid in cash or checked on rolls. 

When Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Coast 
Guard officers in a travel status who are 
entitled to reimbursement for actual and 
necessary expenses are subsisted in the gen- 
eral mess afloat neither cash payment nor 
checkage on payrolls will be required. The 
number of rations issued to such officer will 
be reported on a monthly ration memoranda 
(SandA Form 27). A separate ration memo- 
randum will required for each branch 
of the service. Lists showing the names, 
ranks and organization of officers subsisted, 
signed by the responsible officer of the branch 
of service concerned, will be submitted with 
the ration memorandum to _ substantiate 
rations issued to officers. Original orders of 
officers in such cases will be endorsed that 
subsistence was furnished at government ex 
pense.

Ship Service Stores 

The Navy is issuing a call to the wives, 
dependents and relatives of officers and 
| enlisted personnel to accept full time or 
part time employment in the 350 ship's 
service stores operated at Naval activi- 
ties throughout the United States. 

It is estimated that 7,000 civilian em- 
ployees can be used immediately. If 
more were available, additional ship's 
service facilities could be provided to 
meet the needs of personnel of the grow- 
ing Naval establishment. 

A notice sent to the Commandants of 
all Naval Districts and River Commands, 
and Chiefs of Naval Air Functional 
Training, states: 

“It is requested that every effort be made 
to make employment in the Ship's Service 
Departments of the various activities not only 
available, but attractive to the wives, depend- 
ents, and relatives of officer and enlisted per- 
sonnel. As relatives of Naval personnel, they 
are representative of the calibre and types 
of individuals who make efficient and de 
sirable employees, in addition to possessing 
a natural desire to contribute to the war ef- 
fort and more specifically to the welfare and 
morale of Naval personnel.” 

The Navy is endeavoring to employ to 
the greatest extent possible in ship's 
service stores, civilians, enlisted men 
disabled in the line of duty retained on 
active duty, and former Naval personnel 
discharged because of disability suffered 
in line of duty. 


Navy Nurse Rank 

Following the recent enactment of leg 
islation granting actual rank to Navy 
nurses for the duration, the Navy Depart 
ment has instructed the service that 
nurses will be designated by the commis 
sioned rank corresponding to present rela- 
tive rank. 

A new oath of office is not required te 
effect the change in status.

OO busy with fighting and training to fight our enemies, the Army of the United 

States will make no special observation of Army Day next Thursday. Rather 
there will be a determination to finish once and for all the task first thrown upon us 
twenty-seven years ago when a ruthless Germany flouted our rights, and again on 
December 7, 1941, when the Japanese sought to hamstring us by the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. On both of those occasions the aggressors would not have struck had they 
not believed we were so weak as to be easily beaten. In the first World War, America 
demonstrated her remarkable power of production and the prowess of her fighting men, 
just as in this far flung war she is again showing the potency of her manufacturing 
system and the deadly quality of her men in action. In these wa¥s success was and is 
costly in men and in our store of natural resources. Had we been visibly prepared, the 
chances are that neither Germany in 1917 nor Japan in 1941 would have tempted 
fate by attacking us. Further, had we been prepared, the wars would have been 
shorter and our losses lighter. Knowing these facts, the personnel of the military 
forces view with satisfaction the action of the House in adopting the resolution of Rep- 
resentative Wadsworth providing for the creation of a special composite committee 
to study and draft a sound post-war military policy. From the membership of the 
committee, headed by Representative Woodrum and including its sponsor and such 
National Defense stalwarts as Representatives Vinson, May, Maas, Thomason, An- 
drews, Lane and others, the Services know that sympathetic consideration will be 
given to the establishment of a sound national defense policy, which will envision the 
maintenance of a powerful standing army and keeping modern and battleworthy 
the Navy and Air Forces which we will build during this war. That the committee 
will draft a wise and sound policy, the services are confident. What is equally im- 
portant is that that policy will be implemented by subsequent Congresses. The Na- 
tional Defense Act which was enacted in 1920 was drafted upon the advice and 
guidance of General Pershing, and those who helped him shape the destinies of that 
War. Yet our Army was never permitted to attain the strength envisioned in that act. 
On the other hand, our defense policies were permitted to be shaped by the economy- 
bent, with the result that our military personnel strength stood for many years at 
118,750 enlisted men and 12,000 officers, instead of the 280,000 enlisted men and 17,600 
officers provided in the act. To preserve our peace we must be prepared for war— 
that is the lesson to which we must dedicate ourselves on this Army Day. 


HEN the facts are all known and historians write the great story of the con- 

struction and operation of the largest Navy the world has ever seen, there will 
be a goodly share of credit for the vast corps of reserve officers and enlisted men and 
the organization which procured and trained them for highly technical duties in all 
corners of the world. Within the Navy and its high command their fine work is rec- 
ognized and praised. Secretary Knox, upon his return from his visits to the Mediter- 
ranean and England, specifically mentioned the brilliant conduct of the Reserves. 
Among flag officers of the mgular Navy there is a most outspoken praise for the Re- 
serves and for the successful program of procurement and training conducted by the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel under the guidance of Vice Admiral Randall Jacobs. The 
ratio of reserve officers to regulars in our Navy is about seven to one. Yet these men 
but a short time ago were students and business and professional men. From among 
the thousands who volunteered, the agencies of the Bureau of Naval Personnel under 
Admiral Jacobs selected those with promise of leadership and ability at sea, and 
gave them intensive courses of indoctrination and training. They are the men who 
are now doing such valiant work in the more than 14,000 vessels of the Navy, from the 
largest vessels of the fleet, and the Fleet’s great air arm to the LST’s. They are the 
men, who side by side with a leavening of officers of the Regular Navy, have kept 
clear our lanes of traffic all over the world, and with submarine surface vessels, and 
aircraft, are blasting the paths our combined forces are taking to victory. And their 
efficiency, as they realize, has come from the supervision and help given them by the 
regular naval establishment.

B. H. W.—If you retire at age 60, having 
at the time 26 years, six months and 10 
days service, you presumably would draw 
longevity for more than 27 years service. 
The Act of 13 June 1940 states that a fraction 
of a year in excess of six months shal! count 
as a full year. Normally, you would be 
ordered on terminal leave at a date in ad- 
vance of your retirement date so that your 
leave would expire on the effective date of 
your retirement. However, this is an ad 
ministrative matter. 

Many readers—War Department Circular 
No. 93, dated 3 March 1944, the full text of 
which was published in the 18 March Journal, 
stopped all transfer of AGF and ASF per- 
sonnel to the AAF for ground crew training 
or air crew training. This circular rescinded 


Circular No. 68, printed in our 4 March 
issue.

Ordinary heating problems such as economy 
of operation, minimum space, even heat dis- 
tribution, etc., are further complicated during 
the present emergency by scarcity of fuel, 
restrictions in critical material, and man- 
power shortage. To heat this group of Naval 
warehouses, engineers were confronted with 
all of these problems plus the need for low 





solution: - 


Final installation consisted of two Dravo direct fired air 
heaters in each warehouse, each of 4,000,000 B.t.u. per 
hour capacity discharging into a common header. An 
overhead duct distribuling system made of asbestos 
cement-board was used. Each heater was coal fired by a 
stoker which was fed with an automatic buckel conveyor 
from dust proof bins made of wood. On the basis of the 
same B.t.u. output, the weight of critical material re- 
quired was less than one-third that of the complete steam 
heating system upon which bids were taken.

Reconditioning Program 
(Continued from First Page) 
equipment in gymnasiums designed to in- 
crease function, restore dexterity and 
Strength to those muscles or nerves, 
Twenty-eight sports are offered. Finally, 

a modified obstacle course is used. 

Occupational therapy, which means 
using hands and minds in coordinated 
tasks, is given under medical prescription 
to help restore functions te injured parts. 

Educational courses affiliated with 
some 200 schools and colleges through 
the Armed Forces Institute are offered. 
A soldier may acquire a good speaking 
knowledge of any language he chooses if 
his hospitalization is prolonged. Courses 
are taught in history of this country, 
background of the war, mathematics, 
radio code, and a variety of other sub- 
jects, a number of which deal with fitting 
the soldier better to engage in active com- 
bat. There are visual aids, movies, lec 
tures, panel discussiens, even music les- 
sons for the soldier. 

Reconditioning is concerned with two 
classes of patients—first and foremost, 
those to be returned to duty, and second, 
those who for physical handicaps will not 
be returned to duty but to an independ- 
ent civilian life insofar as the Medical 
Department is able. As the patient pro- 
gresses in his convalescence, he is car- 
ried through four groups in Recondition- 
ing—Class 4, the patient still in bed; 
Class 3, the patient who is able to move 
around but who is still receiving treat- 
ment; Class 2, the patient classified as a 
trainee and removed from hospital regi- 
men to the Advanced Reconditioning See- 
tion where he gets more active training 
including some outdoor activity; class 1, 
the patient undergoing the more strenu- 
ous and prolonged physical exertion 
necessary to fit him to keep up with his 
unit when returned to duty. 

Trainees in the last two groups live 
more like soldiers, in barracks, with milt- 
tary routine, military training classes, 
and educational classes. 

Orientation for the patient in the hos- 
pital for Reconditioning is wrapped up 
in this message to the soldier: 

“This now is your duty as a patient, to 
participate with all the vigor and em 
thusiasm you possess, It is your one way 
of helping to win the war. The only way 
now open to you. You will not fail to do 
your duty.”

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Foreign Affairs—Undoubtedly the exploratory work in the field of the relations of 
the United States, Great Britain, Russia and China, which is being done under the 
direction of Secretary Hull, is to equip the President for another conference with 
Prime Minister Churchill, and, perhaps, also with Marshal Stalin. The principles upon 
which our own war and post-war policies are based, were clearly set forth in the 
recent memorandum issued by the Secretary. From Mr. Churchill and Foreign Min- 
ister Eden we obtained this week some hints of the objectives of their Government. 
Mr. Stalin was too engrossed in celebrating the continuing advance of the Red Armies 
to discuss publicly the aims he has in mind, but his requirements are no secret. They 
call, first of all, for the prompt establishment of the second front, and that in his 
judgment is the more necessary now because the morale of the German Army has 
been shaken by the continuous retreat forced upon it, and by the peril of its force 
remaining in the Crimea, which has been increased by Russian recovery of the port 
of Nicolaief. In addition, the jittery state of the German General Staff is shown by 
the panic and frenzy, to quote Mr, Churchill, which prevails in Hungary, Roumania 
and Bulgaria and caused its occupation of the first named country and by its concern 
over the activities of Greek guerrillas, and above all by those of the Tito partisans of 
Yugo-Slavia. Probably the compliment paid by Mr. Churchill to the “warrior leader” 
Stalin and the achievements of the Red Armies, were of less interest to that hard- 
boiled Dictator than the Prime Minister’s assurance that “the hour of our greatest 
effort and action is coming’—not impending, be it noted. Indeed, obviously in dis- 
couragement of reports that the invasion is about to begin, and, perhaps, to deceive 
the enemy, Mr. Churchill warned that there would be many false alarms and dress 
rehearsals, which could only mean commando attacks. With such strategy President 
Roosevelt naturally is in sympathy. He has said repeatedly that there would not be 
one but numerous assaults upon Hitler’s fortress. It follows that reluctant as Mr. 
Churchill has been all along to invade western Europe, his latest statement irrevocably 
commits his Government to such a course. “When,” he said—not if—‘“the signal is 
given, the whole circle of avenging nations will hurl themselves upon the foe.”’ The 
time for that signal will be when our forces are ready, and Mr. Churchill, probably to 
calm the impatience of Stalin, explained why our tasks are different from his, and why 
amphibious operations are more complicated and different from those on land. 

Mr. Churchill spoke of the “disappointments” sustained in Italy and the islands 
of the Aegean Sea, a word which is inadequate in the light of the criticism in Wash- 
ington of the campaigns in those areas. True Mr. Churchill offset the disappointments 
by describing the Balkan situation, the control of the U-boat and sea mining peril, 
the value of the onward surge of the Red Armies, and the preponderance which has 
been gained in the air and from which Germany is suffering. But the failure to ad- 
vance in Italy and the heavy losses there, and the costly blunder in the Dodecanese 
Islands, caused repercussions, added to dissatisfaction in other matters, and un- 
doubtedly contributed to the action of the House of Commons in voting against the 
Churchill Government on a relatively minor teachers’ pay issue. The Prime Minister 
seized the issue to force a vote of confidence. Firmly reseated in office, 
he will have the opportunity in conjunction with the President, to review the 
Italian and Mediterranean situation, and perhaps to decide upon changes in the 
High Commands in those areas so that public confidence may be restored. Since 
our Army’s “Stars and Stripes” and the Canadian “Maple Leaf” were permitted to 
denounce the latest Cassino assault as a failure, a denunciation which could have 
been directed only at the higher command, it would seem that to end crimination and 
recrimination the responsible officers should be required to collaborate more 
efficiently or be succeeded. In this connection it is to be noted that Secretary Stimson 
this week admitted that the Germans “stopped us” at Cassino, thus confirming the 
blunter statement of the official Army papers, 


But in London as in Washington, the rebuff suffered at Cassino is not the only 


phase of the Italian operations which have aroused criticism. There was, first of all, 
the delay in connection with the plan, reported by Mr. Churchill, to land an airborne 
division in Rome. It was not executed because the Germans had time to seize the air- 
fields. There was the decision to enter Italy by the toe of the boot. This called for an 
advance along the mountain range, which offered ample opportunity for German 
defense as we unfortunately, have learned. In executing the decision, there was inade- 
quacy of force, and our artillery lacked the heavies required. There was the old story 
of too little and too late at Anzio, with the result that although the landing was a 
surprise, which is always possible through naval support, the troops instead of mov- 
ing or being able to move, to cut the Via Casilina, the supply line of the German 
forces at Cassino, began consolidation of the beachhead where they are besieged. 
Had we invaded southern France which the Germans at the time were still working 
to make impregnable, or into the upper Adriatic Sea, where contact could have been 
made with Tito’s forces in Yugo-Slavia, critics of the strategy followed insist a 
radically different situation would exist. As it is, southern Italy has not only pro- 
vided us with lessons, but has furnished the enemy with them. Unquestionably the 
latter is convinced by his successful containment of our forces that he will be able 
to defefid the western coast, and more than this, in spite of the occupation of Hun- 
gary, the practical occupation of Roumania, and the prospect of like action with 
respect to Bulgaria, there will be people in the Balkans who will believe there is a 
chance that Hitler will not be vanquished. The fear they have is less of Anglo-American 
operations than of the Russian advance, and probably they will pay more heed to 
Stalin’s latest appeal to fight the Germans than what we are saying. It is true the 
terrain in Rassia has offered few obstacles to the progress of the Red Armies com- 
pared with that in Italy, but it probably is likewise true that had Stalin concentrated 
against one section of his front there would have been created a situation comparable 
to that at Cassino. That he avoided by striking where the Germans appeared weak- 
est and using mobility to lunge elsewhere once resistance could not be broken. So far 
as southern Italy is concerned, we cannot withdraw because of the use that would 
be made of such withdrawal. So we must continue our efforts to advance on this front, 
and thereby lessen the strength that could be employed more favorably on the west- 
ern front. In any case, so far as Mr. Churchill is concerned, the policy he agreed to in 
Italy as well as elsewhere, now must be considered approved by Parliament in view of 
the vote of confidence it gave him. Thus, politically, the critics of the Italian opera- 
tions have been confounded. 

Mr. Churchill, probably to the satisfaction of Marshall Stalin, paid a tribute to 
the heroic struggles of “the Yugo-Slavian partisans under the leadership of Marshal 
Tito.” His failure to mention the Yugo-Slavian Government-in-Exile and General 
Mickailovitch caused the impression that he had discarded them for Stalin’s favorite, 
and they have become resentful as a result. But analysis of his language does not 
show he will solely back Tito. Rather, Washington is of the opinion that his position is 
that which the President and Mr. Hull have adopted—support to all those engaged 
in the common cause of defeating Germany. He was more careful in the case of 
Greece, speaking only of the activities of the guerrillas in that country. This is be- 
+ nen leader has emerged there as yet, who can be held responsible by the United 

Ss. 

In connection with the war against Japan, Mr. Churchill repeated past pledges 
that the British Empire and Commonwéalth of Nations will fight side by aide with the 
United States against Japan “no matter how long it lasts or what it costs”. He paid a 





tribute to the American and Dominion operations in the southwest Pacific and the 
operations of Admiral Nimitz’s command in the Central Pacific, and announced that 
a formidable British fleet had been placed in Indian waters in order to face the 
Japanese Fleet should it refuse battle with the American Fleet. This Fleet will be 
heard from in the Bay of Bengal, control of which will be regained in order to 
facilitate operations in Burma. The attack launched against India by the Japanege 
to which the Prime Minister did not refer, gives promise of being countered by the 
forces gathered for that purpose by Lord Mountbatten, and by the offensives under 
General Stilwell, but the ability of the enemy to make this campaign shows strength 
that cannot be discounted. 

Mr. Churchill refrained from discussing the questions irritating the relations 
between the Great Powers, probably because of the survey they are undergoing 
Foreign Minister Eden was somewhat more enlightening on Britain's post-war atti- 
tude, particularly upon the weight the several states should have in their conferences 
on the means to preserve peace. The President and Secretary Hull have insisted upon 
the sovereign equality of all nations in any federation that may be created. Mr. Eden 


. argues that the heaviest responsibility for peace must rest upon his country, the United 


States, Russia, China and also on France when she resumes her place in the 
family of nations. While he agreed that the smaller states must be consulted, and can 
air their opinions and grievances, he feels it is the great powers which must have 


the larger voice in the action to be taken in the general Interest. This viewpoint wil] 
not appeal to any of the small nations, and may dispose them to refuse to join an 
Association in which they are denied equality. Secretary Hull in his memorandum in- 


dicated clearly that the United States would favor absolute equality. Probably in the 
course of their discussions Under Secretary Stettinius and Mr. Eden will evolve a 
formula which will adjust the different views. As the Soviet Union now is made up of 
a number of small Republics, each with its own Foreign Minister, it is not difficult 
te realize that Marshal Stalin will support the attitude expressed by Mr. Hull 
Besides the effort to develop the formula that Russia must also accept, there will be 
discussed by the three great powers the political situation in Italy which Churchill] 
said would be reviewed as soon as the Allies occupy Rome. Izvestia, the Soviet party 
organ, has explained that Moscow’s exchange of envoys with the Badoglio govern- 
ment does not mean full diplomatic recognition and has called upon us and the British 
to arrange for a change in the Italian government. Such action would save Stalin's 
face since he objects to the foreign interpretation of his establishment of diplomatic 
relations with Badoglio that he is giving support to undemocratic elements in Italy. 


As to Poland the ambassador to the United States who has been in London has ap- 
pealed to Secretary Hull on behalf of his government in exile for fresh help in settling 
the Russo-Polish political and territorial dispute. It is possible that Russia, in occupy- 


ing parts of Poland, will permit a Polish national council selected by it to serve asa 
provisional government or govern by a military rule using Polish officers in Soviet 
service as governors, Either one of these proposals is repugnant to the government 
in exile. As the result of Secretary Hull’s efforts new peace exchanges are underway 
between Finland and the Soviet Union. 


Marine Corps—A new section 14 has been added to Chapter 10 of the Marine Corps 
Manual covering preparation of qualification cards for all personnel below rank of 
lieutenant colonel. The initial cassification is by personal interview to determine the 
duties for which officers and men are best fitted by civilian or militaryeexperience, 
education, interests, intelligence and aptitudes, The appropriate assignment, re 


classification and reassignment of all general duty personnel are the responsibilities 
of commanding officers. Commanders shall insure that graduates of technical schools 
and enlisted persons possessing valid military specialties are assigned to duties 


where these skills will be used, or if this is not practicable, they shall report such 
persons as misassigned to the next higher administrative echelon. The military spe- 
cialty of each enlisted person shall be designated by a military specification serial 
number, based upon the job descriptions in Army Regulations 615-26, and specialty of 
officers from the descriptions in Technical Manuals 12-405, 12-406 and 12-407. 

The Navy Department has ruled that personnel under flight orders attached to 
and serving with a headquarters squadron or a service squadron of the several Marine 
aircraft groups (tactical fleet aviation units) based ashore within the continental 
limits of the United States are not considered to be on sea duty and are not entitled to 
be credited with extra pay for sea service. The ruling is effective from 1 Oct. 1943, and 
disbursing officers have been instructed to adjust the pay accounts of personnel who 
have served with or who are now serving with headquarters squadrons and service 
squadrons from that date. 

The Marine Corps serial number of enlisted personnel will be entered in the 
column headed “Enlisted” on muster rolls in all cases of joinings, transfers, discharges, 
deaths, desertions, enlistments cancelled, accounts closed, and similarity of names. 
The Marine Corps file (jacket) number will also be entered for commissioned and 
warrant personnel in all cases of joinings, separations for any cause and similarity 
of names. : 

Woven trouser belts will be stocked and issued in three sizes in the future— 
small for waists up to 32 inches, medium for waists 32 to 38 inches, and large for 
waists 38 to 53 inches. The present regular size belt becomes a “medium” and the 
former over-size belt becomes a “large” belt under the new plan. 

A shoulder holster has been authorized for use by Marine officers in the best 
gangster fashion. The holster was authorized because an increasing number of off- 
cers are carrying the carbine as a substitute for or in addition to the .45-calibre pistol. 

Under a new war bond allotment program, effective today, 1 April, officers and 
enlisted personnel of the Marine Corps and Marine Corps Reserve may purchase 
war bonds under either a bond-a-month or a bond-a-quarter plan, or both. In one 
plan the purchase price of a bond--$18.75, $37.50 or $75.00—is paid each month. 
In the other one-third of the price of a bond—$6.25, $12.50, $25, $125 or $250 is paid

AIR SURGEON—Graduation exercises for the 13th class of Aviation 
Physiologists were held 18 March at the AAF School of Aviation Medicine, Randolph 
Field, Texas. Brig. Gen. Eugen G. Reinartz, commandant of the school, presented the 
certificates after an address by Lt. Col. Paul A. Campbell, MC. The five-week course 
treats of the effects of lowered barometric pressure upon personnel; anoxia and the 
effects of flight on man; the theory and practical use of oxygen equipment and the 
conduct of high altitude indoctrination and classification. 


AVIATION ORDNANCE—Col. Robert 8. Blodgett, who recently returned from 
the Southwest Pacific where he served as Ordnance officer of the 5th Air Force, as 
reported the increasing use of parachutes in the dropping of 100, 250 and 500-pound 
bombs. It was found by pilots that Japanese barges were often so cleverly concealed 
as to be invisible until the plane was almost directly over them. The plan for using 
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parachutes was worked out and found to be successful in slowing down the forward 
motion of the bomb and allowing many direct hits under conditions which had here- 
tofore prevented successful bombing of such targets. 

WOMEN PILOTS—Miss Jacqueline Cochran, director of the WASPs, predicts 
that at least 99 per cent of the members of that organization will desire to be in the 
AAF in the event the House and Senate bills for that purpose are passed, 

Speaking at the Women’s National Press Club in Washington, D. C., 28 March, 
Miss Cochran stated that 600 members have been questioned on the subject and that 
96 per cent desire the change while the remainder wished to think the matter over 
pefore making a statement. 

The question as to whether members wished such a change was recently raised 
by the House Rules Committee. Miss Cochran said that she had taken it for granted 
that it was obvious that such a change was desirable.

March 1943, or earlier. The advancements of these officers to lieutenants (junior 
grade) and to lieutenant, respectively, will be-announced via AlNay. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Capt. C. W. Fox, (SC) USN, Officer-in-Charge 
of the Aviation Supply Division of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, represented 
Rear Adm. William Brent Young, (SC) USN, Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts and Paymaster General of the Navy, at a conference of aviation supply of- 
ficers called by the Commander of Air Forces for the Pacific at Pearl Harbor, T. H., 
610 March 1944. 

Major accomplishments of the conference consisted of a more intelligent apprecia- 
tion by the mainland representatives of the intricate aviation supply problems of the 
Pacific, and of the fleet representatives on the problems of shore establishment in 
providing proper logistical support. 

It was agreed that the logistical support of aeronautical activities in the Pacific 
is generally satisfactory and that three are definite indications that further improve- 
ment will be accomplished. Tribute was paid to production on the home front which 
has made possible the results thus far achieved. 

Capt. Frank T. Watrous, (SC) USN, liaison officer between the Navy Department 
and t he War Production Board in Washington, and Chief Pay Clerk David A. Robeson, 
USN, have been placed on the retired list and relieved of all active duty. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts for several months has been developing a 
new system of accounting which will reduce the amount of paper work currently re- 
quired in the field and in the bureaus of the Department, and will make available 
currently with the posting of the appropriation ledgers details as to object, pur- 
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pose and other classifications of accounts. 

The new system will effect a reporting of naval expenditures by object and pur- 
pose classifications as contemplated by the budget-treasury regulation No, 1 issued 
pursuant to Executive Order 8512. 

It will discontinue use of Sanda form 280 and will effect a considerable reduc- 
tion in work currently required to prepare expense statements. An officer of the Supply 
Corps will be attached to each of the larger Naval activities for the purpose of in- 
structing personnel in the use of the new procedures and forms and also to require 
that all chief fiscal accountants be ordered to Washington for a course of instruction 
that will familiarize them with these new procedures, 

No definite date has been decided on for installation of the new system. It will be 
at the earliest possible date. Field activities will be notified sufficiently in advance to 
allow time for preparation. 

Vice Adm. Randall Jacobs, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Naval Personnel, ad- 
dressed a class of 375 officers, SC-V(G), at a graduation exercise 22 Mareh 1944 at 
the Navy Supply Corps School, Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration. 
The next class of more than 300 students, divided equally between SO-V(P) officers 
and midshipmen received from V-12 schools, reported 31 March. ; 


Bureau of Aeronautics—In 76 days of combat flying the Navy's Skull and Cross- 
bones Squadron destroyed 154 Japanese planes in the air and two on the ground and 
in addition sank five small enemy cargo ships and 16 barges. 

During that time the squadron lost 13 pilots, maintaining an average of 12 enemy 
planes destroyed for each pilot lost. The squadron was under the command of Lt. 
Comdr. John Thomas Blackburn, USN, 

In its second tour of combat duty, starting 25 Jan., the squadron, sometimes 
called “Blackburn’s Irregulars,” operating from a Bougainville base, accounted for 
106% enemy planes over the Rabaul area. The only Corsair squadron in the Navy, 
the squadron was made a land-based unit when the Navy put F6F Hellicats on carriers.

Brown, USNR, held his first, and what was probably the 
first, church service held beneath the sea. Submarines do not ordinarily carry chap 
lains, religious services being conducted by the skippers or pharmacists mates on 
underseas craft. Chaplain Brown, on his way for a change of station, conducted the 
service at the request of the crew. 

Ch. Charles H. Lambdin, USNR, until recently dean of the Navy’s School for 
chaplains at Williamsburg, Va., has been transferred to the Navy Receiving Station 
in Brooklyn, N. Y. Among his duties will be having charge of the “Navy Goes to 
Church” program broadcast over Station WOR each Sunday from the Receiving 
Barracks. 

Applications for permanent appointment in the Navy have been invited from 
chaplains of the Naval Reserve who reported for continuous active duty on or before 
31 Dec, 1943. Officers who had passed their 34th birthday at the time of reporting for 
active duty, if after 8 Sept. 1939, or who were on duty on that date and had at that 
time passed the 34th birthday are not eligible for appointment. Applications, accom- 
panied by report of physical examination and endorsement of senior, must be in the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel before 1 July. Applicants must have the approval of their 
ecclesiastical authorities to transfer from the Reserve to the Regular Navy. Those 
appointed will be made permanent lieutenants (junior grade) with date of rank which 
will insure their assignment as running mate of the line officer who would have been so 
assigned*had the appointee been appointed in the Regular Navy on the date he re- 
ported for active duty. Length of active duty will determine temporary rank in the 
Regular Navy.

Bureau of Ships—The 2,200-ton destroyer Hubbard, christened in honor of the late 
Comdr. Harry Ensor Hubbard, was launched last week at the Bethlehem Steel and 
Shipbuilidng Co. yard, Mariners Harbor, Staten Island, N. Y. Miss Jean Hubbard, 
daughter of Commander Hubbard, sponsored the vessel, As soon as the Hubbard left 
the ways workmen commenced laying the keel for another vessel of the same type. 

Two submarines, the Sea Dog and the Sea Fox, were launched 28 March 
at the Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard. The Sea Dog was christened by Mrs. 
Vernon L. Lawrence, wife of the prospective commander of the vessel. The Sea Fox 
was sponsored by Mrs. Robert N. Robertson, daughter of Capt. M. H. Philbrick, supply 
oflicer of the yard and the widow of Lt. Robert N. Robinson, former submarine officer. 

The Rhode Island State Senate approved a resolution requesting Rhode Island 
members of Congress and the Navy Department to christen a new battleship in honor 
of the state. It pointed out that since the decommissioning of the battleship Rhode 
Island after the last war no vessel has borne the name. 


Quartermaster Corps—Soldiers in combat zones will be receiving their “K” rations 
in new packuges, each meal distinguishable from the other by the design and colour of 
the paper outside carton, as soon as the packaging program just developed by the 
Office of The Quartermaster General gets under way. Under the new program, the 
carton containing the breakfast unit of the ration is printed in brown, dinner in blue, 
and supper in green, and in addition, each carton bears a different desigm in addi- 
tion to the type describing the unit, so that a soldier grabbbing a packaged “meal” 
from a large packing case of rations may readily tell which unit he is taking. 

A mobile food testing laboratory, self-contained and equipped with scientific de- 
vices for testing and analyzing food products at the source of supply, is being com- 
pleted by the Quartermaster Corps and will be placed in service before the start of 
the 1944-45 canning season. The laboratory is being constructed in a large truck- 
trailer of the same size and type @s the Quartermaster Corps mobile shoe repair and 
clothing repair units now being used in overseas areas. Plans contemplate sending 
it to one industry or plant after another during the entire canning and processing 
season to survey food processing and packing techniques and to correct at the source 
conditions which may be responsible for the rejection of food products by Army 
inspectors or for spoilage after the Army receives it. 

To provide a means of heating the meat components of combat and emergency 
rations in the field, the Quartermaster Corps has developed a new type of non-toxic 
square candle which burns with a hot flame for use with the “C” and “K” rations 
and the recently developed 10-in-1 ration for ten men for one day. The candle is com- 
posed of refined paraffin wax with a high melting point and wood flour, and packaged 
in a waxed paperboard carton. The carton serves as a fuse to light the candle and 
also as a shell to prevent the wax from running at high temperatures. The wood 
flour in the composition retards melting of the whole candle and also acts as num- 
erous small wicks so that the candle burns on five sides at one time instead of only 
on top, as does the ordinary candle. 


Army Chaplains Corps—In a report to the War Department, Ch. Joseph M. Appelgate, 
senior chaplain of the Alaskan Department, states that the Alaskan contingent of 
Army troops have carried out its three-fold mission of building camp sites, construct- 
ing airfields, and being alert to the defense of the strategic zone there and in the 
Aleutians. For recreation, they net salmon, and those who have hunting licenses sup- 
ply messes with ducks, geese, and ptarmigan. 

At Anchorage, the chaplain purchased all the ice-skates that were available—87 
pairs and by the use of a snowplow and grader a nearby lake was transformed into 
a skating-ring for the recreation of the troops. 

During the Christmas season, Chaplain Applegate distributed 1% tons of holiday 
supplies by air to advanced stations. The personnel in each received a small phono- 
graph, 25 records, chocolates, hard candy, fruit cakes, cigarettes, an 18-inch Christ- 
mas tree and a Santa Claus suit. According to the Chaplain’s report, every important 
base has a radio station and those of sufficient size to maintain theaters are provided 
with 35-mm. films. In addition, 16mm, films are in wide circulation even at remote 
stations. Projectors are transported by plane, ship or jeep. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Live coral is playing a vital role in the war against 
Japan. These minute living marine organisms, possessing a natural putty-like quality, 
are being used by the Navy’s Civil Engineer Corps to build island airfields far superior 
to those the Japanese are constructing. - 

Direeting the Seabees’ work on airfields, the officers made the discovery that 
living coral, with its cohesive qualities, could provide the hard-topped runways 


is necessary. 


type of coral from South Pacific atolls, but it is dead, and airstrips we capture from 
them won’t stand the weight of our heavier bombers. 

Airstrips on a score of Pacific bases from which our planes take off are actu 
alive and are kept so by continual applications of salt water. The Civil Engineer 
Corps officers point out that fresh water kills the organisms and the coral loses itg 
cohesive quality—a quality that makes it almost as satisfactory as concrete. Conse

GENERAL MacARTHUR’S HQ., SOUTH- 
WEST PACIFIC AREA 
23 March 

Northwestern Sector: Reconnaissance activ- 
ity only. 

Northeastern Sector: St. Matthias Group: 
We are consolidating our positions on Emi- 
rau Island and have seized Elomusao, a small 
island off the southeast coast. Slight opposi- 
tion was overcome quickly. 

New Ireland: Our night air patrols bombed 
Kavieng, Namatanai and Cape St. George. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Our Solomons air 
units, continuing the attack, dropped 133 tons 
of bombs at midday on the enemy base. The 
township and supply areas at Rataval and 
anti-aircraft positions at Lakunai, Vunakanau 
and Sulphur Creek were effectively covered. 
At least ten guns were put out of action, large 
fires were started and the runway was severe- 
ly damaged. There was no interception. Air 
patrols attacked barges in Kravia Bay and 
destroyed several buildings at Massava Bay. 

Jacquinot Bay: Our medium units at dawn 
bombed Palmalmal Plantation with twenty 
tons of explosives, causing fires, while air pa- 
trols damaged buildings near Cape Beechy. 

Ubili: Our fighters destroyed or damaged 
two barges at Ulamoa and strafed targets at 
Cape Koas and Bangula Bay. 

New Guinea: Aitape Area: Our air patrols 
with direct hits sank an enemy destroyer and 
two cargo ships of 1,000 to 1,500 tons each. 

Wewak: Our escorted heavy and medium 
attack-bombers struck at enemy bivouac and 
supply areas at Brandi Plantation and Kairiru 
Island. One hundred and sixty tons of bombs 
on the targets caused large fires and explos- 
ions in supply dumps, destroyed barges and 
left the entire area obscured by smoke rising 
4,000 feet. 

Sepik River area: Our medium units 
bombed and strafed coastal villages at Karau 
Lagoon, causing much damage. Several barges 
were destroyed and anti-aircraft positions 
silenced. At Barui they attacked the airdrome 
and Yenchan Village to the southwest, de- 
stroying a number of buildings. Enemy gun 

ositions at Hansa Bay provided secondary 
— aor for our planes on the attack at We- 
wak. 

Mintjim Valley: Our ground patrols from 
the Ramu Valley are active in the Kabenau 
River area, seven miles southwest of Bogad- 
jim. Gur light bombers on successive days at- 
tacked enemy positions in the Daumoina- 
Yaula area. 

Bougainville: Our torpedo dive bombers at- 
tacked enemy positions at Torokina, while 
fighter-bombers struck supply installations 
west of Numa Numa. -

Northwestern Sector: Reconnaissance ac- 
tivity only. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Rabaul: 
Our Solomons-based torpedo dive-bombers at 
noon dropped thirty-six tons of explosives on 
Vunakanau airdrome and anti-aircraft de- 
fenses. Runways and several gun positions 
were damaged. Air patrols strafed targets of 
opportunity. 

Vitu Islands: Our fighter-bombers attacked 
enemy positions on Garove Island. 

New Guinea: Wewak area: Our escorted 
heavy, medium and light bombers struck en- 
emy shipping, defense installations, supply 
and bivouac areas from Aitape to Cape Mum 
with approximately 200 tons of explosives.

U. 8. STRATEGIC AIR FORCES IN EUROPE 
22 March 

The air offensive against military targets 
in the Berlin area was renewed today by 
strong divisions of B-17 Flying Fortresses 
and B-24 Liberators of the Eighth Air Force. 

The attack, the fifth on Berlin by United 
States Air Forces in the last nineteen days, 
met no opposition from German fighters, al- 
though anti-aircraft fire over Berlin was in- 
tense. 

Some of our formations bombed assigned 
targets through breaks in clouds with good 
effect. Other formations attacked factories 
and transportation sargets in the Berlin area 
through thick clouds by means of instru- 
ments, but could not observe the results. 

Very strong forces of P-51, P-47 and P-38 
fighters of the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces 
escorted our bombers to the targets and cir- 
cled Berlin for a considerable period. 

After leaving the bombers, the escort 
strafed airdromes, railway transport and 
other targets in Germany and enemy vessels 
along the coast. One heavy bomber taking off 
from an airfield was destroyed by our fight- 


ers. 

From the large forces employed against 
this vital target, thirteen bombers and nine 
fighters have not returned to their bases. 

23 March 

Strong forces of United States Liberators 
and Flying Fortresses attacked targets in 
northwest Germany, including the bomber 
base at Handorf, a Luftwaffe station at Ach- 
mer and the large aircraft park at Werl. 
Bombs were also dropped in the Brunswick 
district and elsewhere. 

P-38 Lightnings, P-47 Thunderbolts and 
P-51 Mustangs of the Eighth Air Force and 
P-51’s and P-47’s of the Ninth Air Force, op- 





erating in very great strength, provided es- 
cort and support. 

The Luftwaffe, against whose aircraft 
lants, airdromes and pilots the Eighth Air 
force has concentrated many of its attacks in 
recent weeks, refused battle yesterday as 
Army Air Force bombers and sgrters swept 
acruss the Reich to attack Berlin. 

A later United States Strategic Air Force in 
Europe communique: 

The thirteenth attack this month by Amer- 
ican Air Force aircraft against targets in 
Germany was carried out Tuesday by strong 
forces of B-24 Liberators and B-17 Flying 
Fortresses of the Eighth Air Force which 
bombed Germany’s biggest railroad targets 
at Hamm, a Luftwaffe station at Achmer, a 
bomber base at Handorf, a war factory at 
Munster and industrial targets at the Messer- 
schmitt production center at Brunswick, 

All of the targets except Brunswick were 
bombed visually with good results. Bombs 
were ~~ 4 through clouds at Brunswick 
by use of instruments. 

A fighter escort of very great strength con- 
sisting of P-38 Lightnings, P-47 Thunderbolts 
and P-51 Mustangs of the Eighth and Ninth 
Air Forces provided escort and support for 
the bombers. 

Enemy fighter opposition varied from slight 
to strong. Some bomber formations report 
that attacks were sharp but not persistent. 
Our escorting aircraft shot down twenty 
enemy fighters. The number of enemy fighters 
destroyed by our bombers is not yet available. 

From hundreds of our aircraft involved in 
the attack twenty-seven bombers and six 
fighters are missing. 

24 March 

Forces of B-17 Flying Fortresses of the 
Eighth AF today attacked industria! targets 
in Schweinfurt and Frankfort, Germany, and 
forces of B-24 Liberators of the same com- 
mand bombed enemy fighter airfields at 
Nancy and St. Dizier in France. ° 

Today's attacks were the nineteenth this 
month, breaking the record of eighteen in 
the month of February by United States 
heavy bombers based in the United Kingdom. 
It was the fourteenth time in March that 
targets had been hit in Germany. 

P-38 Lightnings of the Eighth Air Force 
and P-47 Thunderbolts and P-51 Mustangs 
of the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces and RAF 
Mustangs escorted and supported today’s op- 
erations, destroying two enemy fighters on 
the ground and shooting down another as it 
was taking off. 

Few German interceptors challenged either 
the fighters or bombers. The Schweinfurt ball- 
bearing factories, one of which produced more 
than half of Germany’s supply of their essen- 


| tial machinery, aircraft and motor transport 


parts, were severely damaged in attacks by 
the Eighth Air Force on Aug. 17, 1943: Oct. 
15, 1943, and Feb. 24, 1944. There are other in- 
dustries there. 

Frankfort, attacked five times previously 
by the AAF is an important manufacturing 
and distribution center in southwestern Ger- 
many. 

The airfields at Nancy and St. Dizier are 
considered important German airports and 
installations, and today’s attack was a con- 
tinuation of the AAF’s concentration against 
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the Luftwaffe on the ground and in the air,

res. 

No German fighter opposition was encoun- 
tered by strong forces of B-17 Fiying Fort- 
resses and B-24 Liberators of the Eighth Ale 
Force which bombed military installations in 
the Pas-de-Calais and Cherbourg areas of 
France today. 

Neither the bombers nor P-47 Thunderbolts 
of the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces which 
provided escort saw any enemy fighters al- 
though they flew through some flak. 

Thunderbolts of the Eighth Air Force also 
carried out offensive sweeps over airdromes 
near Paris without meeting air opposition, 
They shot up flak towers, aircraft aground 
and buildings at Chartres, Chateaudun and 
Saint Andre de l’Eure and other places. 

Today's operations were the twentieth this 
month against enemy targets. One of our 
fighters and five of our bombers are missing. 

27 March 

Strong forces of United States heavy bomb- 
ers bombed a number of German airdromes 
in southwest and central France today. The 
heavy bombers were escorted by a ve 
strong force of Lightnings, Thunderbolts an 
Mustangs of the United States Eighth and 
Ninth Air Forces. 

This was the twenty-first attack in March 
against all enemy targets by United States 
Eighth Air Force bombers. The previous rec- 
ord was eighteen in February. 

A US Strategic AF in Europe communique: 

Very strong forces of United States Eighth 
Air Force B-17 Flying Fortresses and B-24 
Liberators bombed nine German airdromes 
in central and southwestern France and the 
marshaling yard at Tours today, concentrat- 
ing anew against the Luftwaffe in the 
twenty-first mission of the month. 

The bombing was visual against all targets, 
at least two of them being used primarily as 
long-range bomber bases, and satisfactory 
results were reported. Training and opera- 
tional fighter and bomber bases attacked tn- 
cluded those at Tours, Chartres, forty miles 
southwest of Paris; La Rochelle, St. Jean- 
d’Angely, Pau, Biarritz, Cazaux, Bordeaux 
and Mont-de-Marson, all in the Bay of Biscay 
coastal region.

Very strong forces of P-38 Lightnings, P-51 
Mustangs and P-47 Thunderbolts of the 
Eighth and Ninth Air Forces escorted and 
supported the heavy bombers some of which 
had targets almost to the Spanish border. 

The Luftwaffe refused to come up in 
strength to defend its stations but the Army 
Air Force escort destroyed thirty-eight, one 
group shooting up twenty-three on the 
ground. One formation reported as many as 
fifteen enemy interceptors pressing an attack, 
but generally opposition was weak. 

From the long operation six bombers and 
fifteen fighters are missing. 

28 March 

US Eighth AF heavy bombers destroyed

Ten of the very strong fighter escort from 
the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces were lost, 
five previously reported as missing having 
been found to be safe. 

A later United States Strategic Air Force 
in Europe communique: 

Continuing the Eighth Air Force’s unrelent- 
ing pressure upon the Luftwaffe, B-17 Flying 
Fortresses bombed four airdromes in enemy- 
held France today. The medium-sized force of 
bombers encountered slight anti-aircraft fire, 
but no enemy opposition, despite the fact that 
the weather was clear enough to allow visual 
bombing. 

The targets attacked with satisfactory re- 
sults were training places at Dijon and Char- 
tres, a heavy bomber operational base at 
Chateaudun, and the Champagne airfield, 
which has extensive repair facilities, at 
Reims. 

Unable to bring the Luftwaffe to battle, the 
medium forces of escorting P-47 Thunder- 
bolts, P-38 Lightnings and P-51 Mustangs of 
the Eighth Air Force attacked enemy planes 
on the ground, destroying thirty, including 
many bombers, and damaging more than a 
score. Two of our bombers and three fighters 
are missing. 

Extending the record for sustained opera- 
tions already achieved this month, Tuesday’s 
attacks against German targets was the 
twenty-third by the Eighth Air Force in 
March. 

14TH USAF, HQ., CHUNGKING 
22 March 

Supplementary reports on Fourteenth AF 
activities on 18-19 March have just been re- 
leased. 

On 18 March Fourteenth Air Force fighters 
and fighter-bombers were active over French 
Indo-China. Two 800-ton cargo vessels were 
sunk north of Haiphong and two others were 
dumaged. A 400-foot bridge near Gwiphong 
was attacked and defending machine gun pos- 
itions were strafed, The bridge was believed 
weakened. 

Fighters then attacked a Japanese troop 
column near Than Moi, inflicting many cas- 
ualties. Direct hits were scored during the 
dive-bombing on a 150-foot steel bridge in 
the same vicinity. 

Fighters also destroyed a railroad train 
south of Langson and dive-bombed a 1,000-ton 
steel vesse] at Campha Port. This ship, hit 
previously in raids, now is confirmed sunk, 
Our fighters also attacked a 200-foot barge in 
the channel near Kuangyen, completely de- 
es it and damaging another 175-foot 

arge. 

P-40’s on a sweep of Tongking Gulf strafed 
a 1,000-ton and a 750-ton vessel, leaving them 
smoking. Other fighters strafed railroad cars 
at Lang Giai and attacked Japanese installa- 
tions at Mission Michet. A large fire accom- 
panied by black smoke indicated that fuel 
ry was hit. 

On March 19 B-25’s with fighter escort at- 
tacked a Japanese fort near Chinchow, on the 
Yangtze River in central China. A direct hit 
blew a large hole in the side of the fort. They 
then bombed the airdrome at Nanchang with 
unknown results.

House Studies G-I Bill 


Passed by the Senate last Friday by a 
50 to 0 vote, the “G-I Bill of Rights,” S. 
1767, is now being studied by the House 
Committee on World War Veterans’ Leg- 
islation, and probably will be taken up by 
the House shortly after it returns from 
its recess, 12 April.

Less than one month after receiving 
the Legion of Merit awarded him by Gen- 
eral MacArthur for “exceptionally meri- 
torious conduct in the performance of 
outstanding services,” Lt. Col. John 
Keeler Neff, CE, USA, died at Brooke 
General Hospital, Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, 23 March, 1944, following an ill- 
ness that began while he was in the South 
Pacific theater of operations. 

Graduated from the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy in the class of ’36, Colonel Neff, who was 
the son of Dr. and Mrs. Frank A. Neff, of 
Wichita, Kansas, spent two years at the 
University of Wichita before entering West 
Point. His first assignment upon being com- 
missioned was with the 12th Field Artillery, 
then at Fort Sam Houston. He remained with 
that unit until transferred, in February 1939, 
to the 8th Field Artillery at Schofield Bar- 
racks, Hawaii. When Pearl Harbor was at- 
tacked, he was with the 40th Field Artillery 
at Camp Roberts, Calif., and in August, 1942, 
he was assigned to the Engineer Amphibian 
Command, It was with this new service that 
he went overseas, 

The citation accompanying General Mac- 
Arthur’ s award reads: 

“Lt. Col. Neff, as commander of the boat 
battalion of an engineer amphibian regiment, 
then a new type of unit, organized and 
trained inexperienced personnel in such a 
manner as to produce an efficient unit pre- 
pared for combat employment. Later, as ex- 
ecutive and as commanding officer of the regi- 
ment, Lt. Col. Neff displayed resourcefulness, 
exe eptional ability and untiring zeal in build- 
ing and maintaining a unit of high morale, 
discipline and combat efficiency.” Thus a car- 
reer of demonstrated promise is brought to 
a premature end. 

Surviving him are Mrs. Neff, who is the 
age of Col. Francis C. V. Crowley, 

Cay., Chief of the Control Division, Haars. 
Righth Service Command, Dallas, Texas, and 
Mrs. Crowley; his daughter — Jane;; his 
parents, Dr. and Mrs. Frank A. Neff; his sis- 
ters, Mrs. Ann Neff McVey and Miss "Mary ¥. 
Neff, both of Chicago.

Plan Post-War Olympics 


A proposal, still lacking official con- 
firmation, for Army-sponsored post-war 
Olympic games in which service men 
overseas would compete, has the approval 
of several members of Congress. 

Representative A, S. Monroney, Okla- 
homa, terms it “the shotrest road to 
travel back to normalcy, and a strong 
step toward international amity.” 

Representative Samuel <A. Weiss, 
Pennsylvania, who is a member of the 
Eastern Intercollegiate Football Officials 
Association and of the athletic council 
of Duquesne University, looks at it as “a 
great world-wide morale builder.” 

While apparently such a plan would 
require preliminary competition in thea- 
ters of operation the Special Service Di- 
vision has declined to comment on the 
drafting of such plans.

to set up a single eommittee, Mr. Vinson 
replied, “That is a matter we want to 
stady first. Then we will act on the 
facts.” 
Urges Defense Committee 
On the House floor, Mr. Fish, urging 
adoption of the resolution, stated: 


“I hope that the members will concentrate 
their efforts on a survey as to the feasibility 
of establishing one single department of na- 
tional defense after the war. 

“This proposed committee . .. will also 
have the right to suggest, if after a careful 
study it so determines, that there be only one 
committee in the House on national defense 
and to do away with the Committee on Naval 
Affairs and the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs and combine them into one great policy 
committee. That is the general purpose of 
the present resolution. 

“Today our commanders in chief, com- 
manders like General MacArthur, in his area, 
command not only the infantry and artillery 
and the Army units but the Navy and Air 
Force as well. It applies to other generals, 
to General Eisenhower in England, who com- 
mands the entire British Army and our own 
Army in England and the Air Force and Navy 
as well. 

“Taking that as a precedent, it seems to 
me we should have one single committee in 
the House on national defense, and one single 
department in the government. I believe that 
it is inevitable, because it is logical and sound 
and has proven to be almost a necessity in 
this war.” 

Mr. Fish, as well as other Congress- 
men, expresed hope the committee would 
study the disposition of surplus stocks of 
equipment and provide an orderly demo- 
bilization. 


Mr. Woodrum’s Statement 

Mr. Woodrum, in his statement, out- 
lined what he made clear was a “partial 
agenda” of the committee. His statement 
follows: 

“The Committee on Post War Military 
Policy is composed of men who, by long per- 
sonal contact with our Military Establish- 
ment and a thorough understanding of its 
problems, are eminently fitted to conduct the 
study contemplated in the resolution. 

“As has been pointed out, the Committee 
will not be concerned with the mechanics or 
details of particular legislation, but rather 
the broad scope of military policy. We will 
conduct hearings at which not only the ser- 
vices, but organizations or individuals who 
have serious views on the subjects under con- 
sideration will have an opportunity to have 
those views considered. 

“T feel that our Military Policy in the Post 
War period is of the most vital importance. 
We customarily speak of ‘Winning the war 
and winning the peace.’ I would add to that 
—let us see to it that having won the war 
and the peace, we make the peace secure. It 
is my considered judgment that there can be 
no secure peace unless we maintain, after the 
shooting stops, an adequate military estab- 
lishment. What is an adequate military es- 
tablishment will be one of our considerations. 
After the last war, we lost no time in moving 
in to dismantle our Army and junk our Navy. 
We are paying now for that blunder. Let us 
not repeat it. 

Outlines Groups Agenda 

“The Committee’s deliberations and studies 
will cover a rather wide scope. The following 
is a partial agenda: 

“1. Procurement and training of personnel, 
officers and men, for the military services. 

“a. For the Regular Services. 

“b. For the Reserve components of both 
services, including the National Guard of the 
United States and the Naval Militia. Volun- 
tary recruitment or recruitment through uni- 
versal military service or training or both. 

“ce. Future employment of the Army and

“2, The organization, military status and 
distribution of reserve components of the 
Army and Navy,including the National Guard 
of the United States and the Naval Militia. 

“3. A study of the development of unity of 
command as practiced during the present 
war, with a view to determining to what ex- 
tent that unity of command may be developed 
and applied as a part of future military 
policy. 

“4. The problem of supply. Research, de- 
velopment, continuing modernization. Con- 
tinued maintenance of existing facilities, 
equipment and stock piles of vital supplies. 
Mobilization of industries to meet major 
emergencies. ° 

“5 Probable post war missions of the 
armed forces. Army and Navy air bases. In- 
terrelations between the sea, air and ground 
forces in maintenance and operation of such 


bases.” 
Won't Discuss Pay, Rank 

In his testimony before the Rules Com- 
mittee, Mr. Vinson made it clear that in 
supporting the Wadsworth resolution he 
was speaking not only as an individual, 
but “for the rank and file of the members 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee” 
who have discussed the resolution in- 
formally and “are very much in accord” 
with it. 

“It is one of the most forward steps 
that has been taken in many days,” the 
Naval Committee chairman declared. 

Mr. Vinson is the author of a resolution 
introduced in January, 1943, but never 
acted upon, which would have made the 
three ranking members of the House Mili- 


Naval Committee, and vice versa, with all 
rights of membership, including a vote on 
all matters concerning both services in 
any degree.. 

In his testimony on the work the com- 
mittee would do, Mr. Wadsworth also 
made it clear what the group will not 
take up. 

“The committee won’t spend much 
time on such questions as pay, proMotion 
or relative rank,” he stated. “Those are 
details to be worked out by the standing 
legislative committees.” 

The post-war group will not be a legis- 
lative committee; no special Cofgres-* 
sional committee can report legislation, 
but may only present findings and recom- 
mendations. 

Should Begin New 

From the lessons of this war we should 
obtain valuable guides in shaping a per- 
manent military policy, Mr. Wadsworth 
told the Rules Committee. He pointed out 
that in 1919 and 1920, after the World 
War, the Senate Military Committee (of 
which he then was chairman) wrote a de- 
fense bill for the Army, but no com- 
parable study was made for the Navy. 

Since that time, he continued, the Air 
Force has come into the military picture. 

The new studies should commence be- 
fore this war is ended, he went on, not 
that the committee would reach conclu- 
sions, but it should “reach agreement on 
some fundamentals.” 

The House Military and Naval Com- 
mittees cannot do the job alone, he pointed 





out, although the knowledge and experi- 
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ence of the members of those committees 
would be made use of by selecting seven 
members from each of them, and adding a 
third seven from the House at large. 


Can’t Fix Numbers 

Mr. Michener, of Mich., a member of 
the Rules Committee remarked that post 
war military requirements will depend 
upon the post-war peace. 

“How can a committee determine or 
even guess its military requirements un 
til we have some guess as to what the re 
quirements will be?” he asked. 

“We cannot plan as to size,” Mr. Wads 
worth admitted, “but we can decide «as 
to the nature of the forces—the future 
of officer training in colleges, the me 
chanics of demobilization, the question of 
recruiting.” 

He pointed out that both the Army and 
Navy have groups at work on post-wa! 
planning, formulating general principles 
as well as details to meet varying con 
ditions.

Besides more generous mustering out 
pay, Congress, in connection with 
studies being made for the orderly tran- 
sition from war to peace time economy, 
is contemplating measures which will in- 
sure employment opportunity and in- 
creased vocational and other training 
for veterans.

A bill intro- 
duced by Senator Kilgore seeks to imple- 
ment this report. In existence by virtue 
of exechtive orders, are various produc- 
tion agencies, and recently the President 
assigned the human side of demobiliza- 
tion to Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines. The 
Kilgore bill contemplates the creation of 
the Office of War Mobilization and Ad-

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justment which will have general over- 
sight of Federal Agencies dealing ‘with 
the numerous activities involved in re- 
conversion to peace. It will guard the 
overriding requirements of war produc- 
tion and concern itself with the reem- 
ployment of released manpower and 
facilities for civilian free enterprise pro- 
duction. It proposes to provide mza- 
chinery for the cooperation of the major 
gtoups of our economy-government, in- 
dustry, labor and agriculture, and to 
establish a program and planning 
bureau, which will serve as a clearing 
house for the post war planning of 
hundreds of local government and 
private groups set up during the past 
year. Further, it will arrange for the 
orderly disposition of federal surplus 
property to foreign and domestic mar- 
kets in such manner as to promote pro- 
duction, protect small business and in- 
crease employment. Senator Kilgore 
wants a system of interim pay estab 
lished for vevterans, which would be 
standardized at $20 per week, with extra 
dependency allowances up to $14 per 
week for three or more dependents. 

Entering into the decision as to higher 
demobilization pay and also the post- 
war payments proposed for lay offs be- 
tween jobs, will be the size of our Na- 
tional Debt, and the burden in interest 
charges which it will impose. Upon the 
request of the Treasury, the limit of this 
debt is to be increased to $260 billions. 
and should the war continue longer than 
anticipated, it will have to be hiked to 
$300 billions or more. If the plans for the 
veterans which are being considéred, are 
enacted, there can be no reduction in 
taxes unless the national income remains 
at its present level after the war. Some 
economists say this level can be main- 
tained, while others are dubious and fear 
a depression similar to that after the 
Civil War and World War 1. 

The Supreme Court has decided that 
the iron miners are entitled to “portal- 
to-portal” pay. It would seem that this 
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ruling would be applicable to the coal 
and other underground workers. It will 
be recalled that the United Mine Work- 
ers requested the Wage and Hour Ad- 
ministrator to accept the definition of 
such pay as included in the Appalachian 
Agreement. The Administrator ‘at first 
assented, and then suggested that the 
miners could sue for past overtime and 
penalties. Now the Supreme Court has 
held as the union demanded. The Court 
also upheld the authority of the OPA in 
price fixing. 





Merchant Marine 


The difficulties which caused the hull 
failures of some of the first Liberty ships 
have virtually been eliminated by changes 
in design, Edgar F. Kaiser, general man- 
ager of the Oregon Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion, told the Truman War Investigating 
Committee in Seattle this week. 

Mr. Kaiser said that not a single “seri- 
ous” or “potentially serious” failure had 
occurred in a ship built since July, 1943, 
and that only one case of a minor failure 
had been reported. 

Breaking in two of the Liberty ship 
John P. Gaines in Alaskan waters, with 
loss of ten men, was due to improper load- 
ing, Mr. Kaiser told the committee. 

“You can break any ship in half by 
loading fore and aft,” he declared. “They 
broke the Gaines’ back.” 

Questioned as to the policy of complet- 
ing Liberty ships, then converting them to 
transports, Mr. Kaiser said that in the 
long run it had been found more economi- 
cal to build the vessels, then convert them 
in smaller yards adapted to the work, 
than to disrupt the “seqnence of repeti- 
tive operations” employed in the mass- 
producing large yards. 

Award Dry Dock Order 

A 14,000-ton floating dry dock has been 
ordered from the Kaiser Company, Van- 
couver, Wash., for delivery to the Navy, 
the Maritime Commission has announced. 

Transfer of a Liberty ship to the Gov- 
ernment of China, the third such ship to 
be allocated to that government, also was 
reported. Title to the vessel remains in 
the United States. The Chinese govern- 
ment will manage and man the vessel and 
charter her to the War Shipping Admin- 
istration. 

Would Sell U. S. Ships 

Legislation to facilitate the sale of 
Maritime Commission built vessels to citi- 
zens of the United States was introduced 
in the House this week by Chairman 
Bland of the Merchant Marine and Fish- 
eries Committee. Mr. Bland’s bill pro- 








vides for such sales until not later than 
one year after termination of the war 
The purchaser would pay cost, based on 
the average construction cost of vessels 
of comparable type, less (1) actual cost 
of war service or national defense fea. 
tures, (2) depreciation based upon a 20. 
year life, plus accelerated depreciation 
due to war service not to exceed 214 per 
cent a year, and (3) 35 per cent of the 
remaining cost, representing the excess 
of war over normal peacetime construe 
tion costs. 





‘ Handbook for Parents 


“When Your Son Goes to War,” a hand 
book for parents of draft-age sons, by 
Clella Reeves Collins, with a foreword 
by General Charles P. Summerall, USA- 
Ret. Published by Harper and Broth 
ers, New York and London. Price $2.50 
OMETHING new in a compliation of 
facts of value to parents whose sons 

are entering the service and to the sons 
themselves. In this unique book Mrs. Co] 
lins, herself the wife of a colonel of In- 
fantry and the mother of a 17-year-old 
son, explains in detail the various 
branches, the opportunities available in 
them, and sets forth in a manner easily 
understood the basic knowledge required 
to start the inductee on his military 
career in the proper way. 

Of particular value, both to the man in 
service and those he leaves at home, are 
the chapters on pay and allowances, in- 
surances, and allowances of dependents. 
Religion, recreation and other morale 
phases are discussed fully as are also the 
medical services offered. National morale- 
building organizations and their contact 
with the armed services are given de 
tailed attention in order that both the 
man and his parents shall understand 
fully their functions and possibilities. 

A chapter on the post-war period points 
out many facts related to the social and 
educational needs which will confront 
the young man returning to a peace-time 
world with an entirely different outlook 
than that held by him in his pre-war 
school years. 

In short, this volume fills the need for 
a morale builder for both the serviceman 
and his parents and is in addition a con 
cise handbook of ‘all that basic informa- 
tion which would in the ordinary course 
of events be acquired over a_ lengthy 
period of trial and error. 

In publishing the work, the gifted Mrs. 
Collins has contributed in an outstanding 
measure to the instruction of dependents 
in matters of economy, which will be 
helpful to them while their husbands and 
sons are in uniform and after peace shall 
come.

tended when the need for officers in 
higher ranks is lessened. 
Text of the order, Circular Letter No. 


95-44, follows: 

1. In order to provide for an orderly system 
ef promotion for officers of the line and staff 
corps of the Regular Navy and Naval Reserve, 
the Secretary of the Navy has directed that 
the procedure outlined in the following para- 
graphs be followed in effecting temporary 


romotions. 
* Active List 


9, Flag Rank. From time to time the names 
and records of eligible officers are submitted 
by the Secretary of the Navy toa panel of of- 
ficers of flag rank serving in the most re- 
sponsible positions afloat and ashore for con- 
sideration for temporary promotion to rear 
admiral. This panel makes its recommenda- 
tions directly to the Secretary of the Navy 
and from those recommended a promotion 
list is established. As the need for officers in 
the rank of rear admiral arises, officers whose 
names appear on the approved list are rec- 
ommended to the President for nomination to 
the Senate. Officers are nominated by the 
President to the Senate for confirmation in 
the rank of commodore to fill specific billet 
assignments. one 

3. Ensigns and Lieutenants (junior grade). 
The promotions of ensigns and lieutenants 
(junior grade) to the next higher respective 
ranks will continue to be made en bloc. That 
is, the authority for the promotion of these 
officers will be promulgated by ALNAYV dis- 
patches. Continuous active service require- 
ment for promotion from each of these ranks 

.has been fixed at not less than twelve 
months in rank and this period may be in- 
ereased by the Chief of Naval Personnel as 
the needs of the service dictate. These pro- 
motions will be effected monthly. 

4. Lieutenants, Lieutenant Commanders, and 
Commanders. (a) The promotion of lieuten- 
ants, lieutenant commanders, and command- 
ers to the next higher respective ranks will 
be effected from lists of officers recommended 
for temporary promotion by selection boards 
or panels, convened approximately every six 
months. The desirable minimum continuous 
active service requirements in rank have been 
fixed as follows:

(b) The determination of the specific ac- 
tive duty requirement in rank for eligibility 
for selection will be made by the Chief of 
Naval Personnel, after which the names of 
all officers of a given rank meeting the re- 
quirement will be listed for submission to the 
appropriate board or panel for consideration. 
Normally, the needs of the service will gov- 
ern the eligibility requirements. 

(c) The promotion of lieutenants and lieu- 
tenant commanders to the next higher rank 
will be effected as soon as practicable after 
approval of the report of the selection board 
or panel. Promotions to the rank of captain, 
in the cases of those officers who are serving 
in captain’s billets, will be effected as soon 
as practicable after approval of the report of 
the board; the remaining officers whose 
names appear on the approved report, will be 
promoted when they are detailed to captain’s 
billets. The service will be advised of the 
promotion of officers to the rank of lieutenant 
commander by means of circular letter or 
ALNAYV, and of the promotions to the rank 
of commander by circular letter or ALNAY. 
Promotions to the rank of captain will be 
authorized by individual letters or by dis- 
patch in those instances where immediate 
notification is necessary. 

5. Constitution of Boards or Panels. All 
line selection boards or panels will be com- 
| of at least nine members. Staff corps 
,0ards or panels will be composed of at least 
five members of staff corps under considera- 
tion. One-third of the members of boards or 
panels considering Reserve officers will be rep- 
resentative Reserve officers. 

6. Instruction to Boards or Panels. Selec- 
tion boards or panels will be advised as to 
the number of officers to be recommended 
for promotion and will be guided by the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) Every officer on the eligibility lists sub- 
mitted to a board must be considered. 

(b) The board will recommend only those 
officers who are considered unquestionably 
qualified to assume the responsibilities of the 
higher rank and are regarded as the best 
qualified of all officers under consideration. 

(c) In determining those best qualified for 
promotion, consideration must be given not 
only ot the performance of duty but there 
must also be taken into account the nature 
of the duties performed, the civilian capacity 
and experience of Reserve officer specialists, 
and the potential value and future benefit to 
the Navy. 

(d) The classification or designation car- 
ried by an officer is not necessarily indicative 
of the duties he is performing or is best quali- 
fied to perform. 


Retired Officers 

7. Retired personnel serving on active duty 
in ranks of ensign or above will be eligible 
for temporary promotion on the retired list 
under the same general conditions set forth 
in the preceding paragraphs. Promotions to 
the ranks of lieutenant (junior grade) and 
lieutenant will be authorized en bloc; to the 
ranks of lieutenant commander and above, 
promotions will be authorized only as a re- 
sult of recommendations of selection boards 
convened at intervals of approximately six 
months. 

8 Service eligibility requirements in all 
ranks of retired personnel will be based on 
continuous active duty in rank since 8 Sep- 
tember 1939, and these requirements will be 
as set forth under paragraphs 3 and 4 above. 
The entire service record of retired officers, 
i. e., prior and subsequent to retirement, will 
be considered by selection boards. 

9. The promotion of retired personnel rec- 
ommended for temporary promotion to ranks 
of lieutenant commander and commander by 
selection boards will be authorized as soon 
as practicable after approval of the selection 
board’s report. The promotion of command- 
ers who have been recommended by a board, 
and who are filling captain’s billets, will be 
authorized as soon as practicable after ap- 
proval of the board’s report; the remainder 
will be placed on a waiting list and their pro- 
motions authorized when in captain’s billets. 


Eligibility of Those Holding “Spot” 
Appointments 

10. In determining eligibility for promo- 
tion or selection, time served under a tempo- 
rary appointment which coritinues in effect 
only for a_ specific duty assignment (so- 
called “spot” appointments) will not be cred- 
ited as active service in such rank; such ser- 
vice will be credited in determining the eligi- 
bility of the officer concerned for promotion 
to the rank to which he would become regu- 
larly eligible had he not been given the 
“spot” appointment. 

Withholding Promotions 

11. Commanding officers are expected to ex- 
ercise their authority to withhold the pro- 
motion of any officer, either on the active 
or the retired list, who for any reason is con- 
sidered not qualified to assume the higher 
rank. In effecting promotions of officers of 
the retired list, as well as those of the active 
list, the provisions of reference (b) shall be 
strictly adhered to. 

Out-of-Line Promotions 

12. (a)No so-called “spot” promotions, that 
is, appointments which are to continue in ef- 
fect only during a specific duty assignment, 
will be made except as follows: (1) Those to 
flag rank. (2) Those for personnel attached 
to fleet or force units afloat, where it is defi- 
nitely indicated that higher rank for the in- 
dividual occupying a particular billet is es- 
sential for the administration of his duties. 
(3) Those exceptional cases ashore which are 
clearly necessary in order to assign greater 
authority and responsibility to the incum- 
bent, and which are so approved by the 
board referred to in 12(d) below. 

(b) Usually when an officer who holds a 
“spot” appointment becomes regularly eligible 
for promotion to the rank to which “spotted,” 
either en bloc or by selection, his “spot” ap- 
pointment will be terminated by affirmative 
action, and he will be given a temporary ap- 
pemet with a date of rank which will give 

im his proper seniority with his contem- 
poraries. 

(c) Whenever a “spot” appointment ter- 





minates other than as in (b) immediately 
preceding, the officer concerned will be is- 
sued a temporary appointment in the rank 
to which he has become regularly eligible by 
. pprapenes directive if in all respects quali- 
e 


(d) Recommendations for all out-of-line 
promotions that meet the requirements of 
paragraph 12(a)(3) above shall be addressed 
to this Bureau and will be submitted to a 
board of three officers not below the rank of 
captain to be appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy. The unanimous recommendation of 
this board wil] be required before such an 
out-of-line promotion will be recommended 
to the Secretary of the Navy. 

13. This Bureau does not expect to re- 
ceive recommendations for “spot” promo- 
tions that do not meet the conditions specified 
in paragraph 12(a). 


Training Changes Discussed 


Revisions of military training doctrine 
to improve soldier training outmoded by 
changes in warfare were discussed at a 
recent conference of Army Service Forces 
directors of training at Fort Monmouth, 
New Jersey. 

The conference, called by Lt. Gen. Bre- 
hon Somervell, USA, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Army Service Forces, was presided 
over by Brig. Gen. Walter L. Weible, USA 
Director of Military Training, Headquar- 
ters, ASF. 

Considerations at the three-day meet- 
ing stressed the mission of the Military 
Training Division, ASF, to supervise the 
military training of all elements of Army 
Service Forces so as to provide soldiers 
trained to perfection. 

Topics discussed included : Distribution 
and utilization of visual aids to training, 
service schools and replacement pools, 
basic training, rotation of personnel, pre- 
induction training, the preparation of 
units from activation to movement over- 
seas, and fhe Army Specialized Training 
Program. 

Directors of training for the nine Ser- 
vice Commands and technical services, 
representatives of the Military Training 
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Division, ASF, War Department General 
Staff, Army Air Forces and Army Ground 
Forces, ASF staff divisions and other 
military agencies attended. 

General officers in attendance were 
Brig. Gen. Jerry V. Matejka, USA, Chief 
of Training and Personnel Service, Sig- 
nal Corps; Brig. Gen. H. R. Kutz, USA, 
Chief, Military Training Division, Ord- 
nance, and Brig. Gen. W. R. McRey- 
nolds, USA, Director, Military Training 
Division, Quartermaster Corps, 

Brig. Gen. George L. Van Dusen, USA, 
Commanding General, Ft. Monmouth, and 
Brig. Gen. William O. Reeder, USA, 
Commandant of the Eastern Signal Corps 
Schools, were hosts to the approximately 
100 conferees. 

The group observed joint operation of 
class and field exercises of the combined 
schools for officers, officer candidates and 
enlisted men, and demonstrations at Sig- 
nal Corps installations at Allaire and 
Squankum, New Jersey. They also in- 
spected military facilities of Ft. Mon- 
mouth and adjacent Fort Wood.

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Navy Public Works 


An authorization for appropriation of 
an additional $1,644,373,024 for Navy 
shore establishments was passed by the 
House and Senate this week and sent to 
the President. 

The bill, H.R. 4381, carries the full 
amount requested by the Navy Depart- 
ment, a cut by the Budget Bureau to 
$1,500,000,000 having been restored by 
the House and Senate Naval Commit- 
tees. 

In suppport of the amount authorized, 
Chairman Walsh of the Senate Naval 
Committee and Chairman Vinson of the 
House Naval Committee, quoted a report 
by Vice Adm. Frederick J. Horne, Vice 
Chief of Naval Operations, summariz- 
ing naval activities to date, and indicat- 
ing the needs of the Navy for the im- 
mediate future. 

Claiming that the allied armed forces 
have overcome the submarine menace in 
the Atlantic, and have attained mastery 
of the sea and air in the Pacific to such 
an extent that allied submarines are pa- 
trolling and controlling the Japanese 
shipping and supply lanes in the Pacific, 
Admiral Horne declared, “Nothing the 
enemy can do can stop us now, provided 
we meet the requirements in men, ships, 
planes, weapons and bases to support 
bold and well-conceived plans”. 

He declared that Atlantic and Guif 
ports will have to continue to operate at 
near capacity until the overtaxed Pacific 
coast ports are supplemented by the 
works, equipment and facilities pro- 
vided for in the proposed legislation. 

Emphasizing the extent to which the 
time element in training of personnel is 
being conserved, Admiral Horne said 
that new operational or precommission- 
ing training bases are being set up on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts so that 
training heretofore given on board ship 
ean now be provided by facilities on 
shore. In this connection, Senator Walsh 
revealed that replica of the new ships, 
with proper equipment, are being built 
on the coasts, and the officers and crew 
intended for a ship are trained on the 
replica before the new ship is commis- 
sioned. 

In justification of the main item of 
$1,019,000,000 earmarked for advance- 
base construction, material and equip- 
ment, the committee chairmen empha- 
sized that when the allied forces take 
possession of enemy territory construc- 
tion of highways, airfields, barracks, 
and supporting facilities has to be 
started, and disease-causing conditions 
have to be overcome. 

Pointing out that an expansion of 25 
per cent or 750,000, in the personnel of 
the Navy and Marine Corps this year 
will demand greater shore support for 
these forces, Admiral Horne asserted, “I 
ean state, unequivocally, that the con- 
tinental establishments which we now 
have are not adequate—and that unless 
additional facilities are constructed 
within the continental limits, the expen- 
ditures already made and to be made 
for ships and planes will not be fully pro- 
ductive.” 

In the course of the debate on the bill 
in the House, Chairman Vinson empha- 
sized that whenever possible activities 
abandoned by the Army will be used to 
aid in reducing the cost of the naval 
program, and Representative Mott 
brought out the fact that this has already 
been done in some cases. 

Indicative of the care that is taken in 
deciding on naval projects, Admiral 
Horne pointed out that one of the major 
duties of the 16 naval district offices is 
to go over every public works project 
that originates in Washington, or in the 
district, to determine the need for the 
project. To coordinate plans for materiel 
and personnel there was established in 
each naval district in continental United 
States about four months ago an assist- 
ant commandant (logistics). 

To provide the Navy with essential ad- 
ditional ordnance manufacturing and 
production facilities, the Senate on 





Thursday passed 8. 1771, a bill which 
authorizes an appropriation of $65,000,- 
000. The amount authorized will be used 
principally to carry out the rocket pro- 
duction programs, the high capacity proj- 
ectile program, and certain other con- 
fidential projects. 








Army Day Proclamation 


President Roosevelt has issued the 
following Proclamation: 


Whereas America’s valiant soldiers have 
been welded by the fire of battle into a 
mighty army of liberation; and 

Whereas the men and women of the 
American Army, of different races and 
creeds but one in their love of freedom 
and their devotion to the goals for which 
the United Nations are striving, must face 
during the coming year a burning test of 
their courage, their resourcefulness, and 
their physical prowess; and 

Whereas the Congress, by Senate Con- 
eurrent Resolution 5, 75th _ Congress, 
agreed to by the House of Representa- 
tives March 16, 1937, has recognized April 6 
of each year as Army 7 and has re- 
quested that the President issue a procla- 
mation annually with respect to that day: 

Now, Therefore, I, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, President of the United States of 
America, do hereby proclaim Thursday, 
April 6, 1944, as Army Day, and do in- 
vite the Governors of the various States 
to issue proclamations calling for the 
appropriate observance of that day. 

And I urge the civilians of the Nation 
to reconsecrate themselves on that day to 
the task of producing in fullest measure 
and with the greatest possible speed the 
weapons and ammunition and the ma- 
terials and supplies required to equip our 
Army and to sustain it unto final victory. 

In Witness Whereof, I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States of America to be affixed. 











Army’s Army Day 

The War Department has issued the 
following announcement: 

“The Army will forego its usual method of 
celebrating Army Day, April 6, this year. 
The custom of sponsoring numerous parades 
and large dinners on that day cannot be 
reconciled with the War Department's policy 
of strict adherence to national conservation 
policies in transportation, fuel and food. Like- 
wise the diversion of numerous units from 
war-time tasks is inconsistent with the pres- 
ent intensified war program.” 





Engineer Regional Control 
Three Regional Control Offices have 
been established by the Chief of Engi- 
neers, Army Service Forces, to determine 
and maintain stock levels on engineer 
troop supplies at depots and ports of 


embarkation» 

For the Northeastern Region, the Division 
Engineer, North Atlantic Division, is respon- 
sible for a Control Office to serve the Albany 
Engineer, Belle Mead Army Service Forces, 
Marion Engineer, Sharonville Engineer, 
Columbus Army Service Forces, Schenec- 
tady Army Service Forces, New York Port 
of Embarkation, and Richmond Army Service 
Forces depots. 

For the Southern Region, the Division En- 
gineer, South Atlantic Division, has estab- 
lished a Control Office serving the San An- 
tonio Army Service Forces, Atlanta Army 
Service Forces, Baton Rouge Engineer, Mem- 
»his Army Service Forces, and Granite City 
tngineer depots. 

For the Western Region, the Division En- 
gineer, Pacific Division, will have the follow- 
ing depots served by his Control Office. Pasco 
Engineer, Lathrop Engineer, San Francisco 
Port of Embarkation, San Bernardino Engi- 
neer, and Utah Army Service Forces. 

Planned to expedite supply by proper 
stock distribution, the Control Offices are 
empowered to make needed inter-depot 
transfers, or conduct local procurement 


to achieve balanced stocks.

Income Tax Instructions 

The War Department has issued in- 
structions in Circular No, 112, designed 
to guide military personnel in determin- 
ing whether or not declarations of esti- 
mated income need be filed on 15 April, 
and to assist such personnel in preparing 
such declarations. 

It was pointed out that no single officer 
or man will have to file a declaration un- 
less his taxable military pay—allowances 
and first $1,500 excepted—and other in- 
come amounted to $500 in 1943 or is ex- 
pected to amount to that much during 
1944. For married personnel there is no 
rule of thumb, but the circular attempts 
to clarify the status of most average tax 
cases. 


Says Gen. MacArthur Will 
Accept 

Lansing Hoyt, leader in the Wisconsin 
MacArthur-For-President movement, and 
the one who entered the General’s name 
in the primaries there, states that Gen- 
eral MacArthur “won’t do anything to get 
the nomination, but if he gets it he will 
accept.” Mr. Hoyt then adds, “I can’t tell 
you how I found that out.” 

Another leader in the Wisconsin Mac- 
Arthur-For-President movement is Brig. 
Gen. Roy F. Farrand, president of St. 
John’s Military Academy at Delafield, 
Wisc., and an active worker in the Ameri- 
can Legion. The Wisconsin primaries will 
be held 4 April. 


AAF and Enemy Losses 


Figures showing the number of enemy 
planes destroyed and the extent of Army 
Air Forces losses during 1943 were an- 
nounced 30 March by the War Depart- 
ment. These figures show that a 3.8 to 1 
victory of plane against plane was won 
by the AAF while performing missions 
in all theaters. 

The AAF exercises extreme caution in 
preparing its claims against enemy air- 
craft. In case of doubt it favors the 
enemy by including among United States 
planes destroyed in aerial combat any 
planes missing on combat missions on 
which enemy aircraft were present even 
though positive proof does not exist that 
the enemy planes, not enemy antiaircraft 
fire, shot them down. In the second half 
of 1943 AAF plane losses in aerial com- 
bat and on the ground increased about 80 
per cent over the preceding six months. 
During the same period its toll of enemy 
planes was increased to nearly twice thut 
of the first half of the year. 











Forcible Army Induction 


The United States Supreme Court heig 
this week that a man can not be forcibly 
inducted into the Army against his wij} 
but that if he refuses to submit to jp. 
duction he violates the selective service 
act “as clearly as one who refuses to re 
port.” 

The case was that of Arthur G. Bip. 
ings, former economics professor at the 
University of Texas and a conscientious 
objector. It was stated that after he haq 
taken the mental and physical examina. 
tions, the officers in charge told him that 
he was already under military jurisdi¢ 
tion and placed him under guard, Ap 
Army officer read the induction oath 
which Billings refused to take, but was 
nevertheless told “you are in the Army 
now.” When he refused to submit te 
fingerprinting, charges were entered 
against him. 





Multiple State Income Taxes 

A bill, (H. R. 3592) that provides 
that a State income tax may be collected 
from Federal employees only by the 
State in which the permanent home regi- 
dence of the employee is located, was 
passed by the House this week. 

The bill is intended to protect federa} 
employees from paying multiple taxes 
on income. It would affect service per- 
sonnel and government employees living 
only temporarily in Washington and vi- 
cinity, or elsewhere. 

The bill includes Alaska and Hawaii 
in its provisions, and provides that, when 
the home State of personnel does not im- 
pose an income tax, the State, territory, 
or District of Columbia in which they 
live temporarily may impose such a tax. 





Invasion Censor Named 

Censorship of reports of the invasion 
of Europe will be coordinated in London 
by British officials. Agreement to this 
plan was reached following discussions 
between General Eisenhower's headquar- 
ters and British Ministry of Information 
officials. American Army officers assigned 
to censorship duties will work in con- 
junction with British officials. 

Press dispatches from London reported 
American press correspondents express 
themselves as being well satisfied with 
the choice of Admiral George P. Thomp 
son to head the London office. He has long 
been associated with censorship and is 
well known for his fair treatment of sueb 
matters. 





Army Horses Sold 

A total of 510 Army horses were put 
on the auction block at the South Sap 
Francisco stockyards last week end. The 
horses were sold when a cavalry regiment 
was switched to motor and armored 
equipment. 

The first horse went for $235 and the 
next, a 14-year-old gelding, went for $55 
The horses averaged 10 years or more 
old. Capt. Bernard H. Skold, veterinarian 
who cared for them at Camp Lockett. 
said “They’re good horses—the best in 
the world.” 





Create Alaskan District 


A seventeenth naval district will be 
established effective 15 April to control 
activities in Alaska and the Aleutians, 
now under control of the 13th (Seattle) 
Naval District. 

Permanent headquarters of the ne¥ 
district will be at Kodiak, but temporary 
command will be established at Adak. 

The Army, some’ months ago, created 
an Alaskan Department to replace the 
Alaskan Defense Command which had 
been set up when control of the north- 
ern territory was divorced from the 9th 
Service Command.

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Study Conduct of War 


Two members of the House of Repre- 
sentitives this week urged that Congress 


take a hand in determining war policies 
which are so intimately related to the 
future welfare of the United States. 

Ove Representative, Jessie Sumner, 
ll, who on 14 March had introduced 
resolutions calling for increased tempo 
of the war in the Pacific and a postpone- 
ment of the European invasion until 
Gre tritain and Russia guarantee 
restoration of the invaded countries, de- 
dared: 


The carefully nourished notion that 


Congress should ignore conduct of the 
war, under the circumstances, seems pre- 
posterous. It seems equally preposterous 
that Congress should pay no attention to 
foreign policy now that diplomatic blun- 
ders are rendering our war effort in Eu- 
rope worse than useless. Who cares 
whether Europe is ruled by Hitler or 
Stalin? 


“That paralyzing slogan—leave every- 
thing to the leader—is what has caused 
our Republic to devolve into a comotose 
state.” she continued, “Shall we continue 
to confine ourselves to domestic policies 
as if the House of Representatives were 
only a doll house? Foreign policy blun- 
ders have already determined the way 
Congress shall be forced to vote on major 
domestic policies fur years to come.” 

Meanwhile, Representative Smith, of 
Wise., proposed a committee of six Rep- 
resentatives and five Senators, to investi- 
gate and advise on all matters pertain- 
ing to the war and the nation’s national 
policy. 

Mr. Smith reminded the House that 
such Congressional committees were no 
innovation. The first, he said, was cre- 
ated in 1792 during an Indian expedition. 
Others were the well known committees 
to investigate the conduct of the War of 
1812 and the Civil War, which functioned 
during those wars. 

The proposed committee, Mr. Smith 
told the House, “is chietly an investiga- 
tive committee. It will seek to secure the 
facts in any given situation and report 
them to the country, consistent, of course, 
with public safety. 

“There is a rising tide of public resent- 
ment because of the withholding of vital 
information concerning the conduct of 
the war,” he continued, “If it continues 
its present tempo, there will be a resist- 
ance to the peace plans as visioned by our 





leaders and the peace may be in jeopardy 
and the life and treasure gone for 
naught,.”

Strategy of Air Offensive 


The air battles now being fought over 
Germany are aimed to destroy Nazi fight- 
er plane strength and production, the 
War Department announced in a special 
release this week, which stated, in part: 

“The strategy of the combined bomber of- 
fensive against aircraft industry in Germany 
has been to smash the Nazi's capacity to pro- 


duce replacements for combat losses of 
fighter planes. The attack is succeeding to 
such an extent that the Luftwaffe may now 


be forced to choose between closing with the 
AAF and RAF attack and suffering largely 
irreparable losses, or declining combat and 
leaving German industry virtually undefend- 
ed except by antiaircraft fire 

“If Germany attempts to frustrate 
tacks on its fighter industry by 
fighter screen against AAF and RAF heavy 
bombers and their escorts, it may suffer a 
rate of attrition beyond its capacity for re- 
placement. 

“If it determines to conserve fighter 
streneth by redncing Luftwaffe opposition to 
the bomber offensive, it will he at the ex- 
pense of exposing to more effective aerial at- 
tack those strategie target systems whose de- 
struction w'll directly affect German military 
strength. This would allow free exercise of 
the princinle of selectivity which is the basis 
of AAF davlight precision hombings. (The 
RAF onerations in partnershin with those of 
the AAF, which are narticulariv considered 
here, have heen and will be otherwise report- 
ed in detail.)

Enlisted members of the Women’s 
Armv Corns have replaced men as enlist- 
ed aides to the Secretary of War at his 
office in The Pentagon, Washington. 
D. C. The enlisted aides. all technical 
sergeants, were the only men in the Army 
privileged to wear the Army’s colorful 
blue dress uniform in wartime. 

The move will make it possible for 
three additional enlisted men to be as- 
signed for overseas duty. Two of the 
three men who had been on duty as 
the Secretary of War’s enlisted aides. 
have been found qualified for overseas 
assignments. The third will be assiened 
as chauffeur for the Secretary of War, 
replacing the former driver. who has been 
found fit for overseas service. 

The Wacs are vt. Betty Cameron and 
Pvt. Marie H. Santoli. Unlike their prede- 
cessors, they will wear the standard 
women’s service uniforms.

A new shoulder patch, issued to mili- 
tary personnel attached to General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s invasion head- 
quarters, symbolizes the things the head- 
quarters stands for. 

Background of the insigna is shield- 
shaped, black to represent the darkness 
of Nazi oppression. A crusader’s sword 
across the shield has the “red flames of 
avenging justice leaping from its hilt,” a 
headquarters announcement said. 

Above the sword is a rainbow, made 
up of all the colors of the United Nations’ 
flags, and symbolizing hope. A field of 
blue over the rainbow signifies the com- 
ing “peace and tranquility for the en- 
slaved people of Europe.”

Overseas Training Centers 

The continuous process of training 
Naval personnel is being pursued even in 
the foremost battle areas, with the estab- 
lishment of 19 overseas Training Aids 
Sections where officer specialists and a 
full supply of training equipment are 
available for use by the ships of the fight- 
ing fleets. 

The units are organized to provide 
elementary, intermediate and advance 


training in almost any naval subject 
which members of a ship’s crew may 
want or need. As a rule, the units are 


established at bases where ships put in 
for refueling or repair. The training may 
be anything from a single training film 
to a regular course of several weeks’ 
duration. 

Some of the Training Aids Sections in- 
clude their own Quonset huts, power 
plant, air conditioning equipment, ma 
teriel library, a jeep, and all oflice items, 
from typewriters to paper clips. The 
Section has projection equipment with 
screens and films, sound slide projectors, 
recordings, models, charts, special de- 
vices and repair equipment. 

Training Aids Sections are now in 
operation in the following localities: 
eight in England, two in Africa, one in 
Australia, and one each in Recife, Brazil ; 
San Juan, P. R.; Cristobal, C. Z.; Adak, 


Alaska; Pearl Harbor, T. H.; Midway 
Island; and Espiritu Santo, New Lleb- 
rides. Similar large centers have also 


been established with the headquarters 


of each Naval District in the United 
States. 
The overseas units are completely 


mobile and ready to move forward with 
the tide of battle. They are often in op- 
eration 18 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

Reports from overseas show that ships’ 
officers frequently come to the Training 
Aids Sections for help on such subjects 
as: lookout training, damage control, tirst 
aid, gunnery, seamanship, navigation, 
communications, recognition, engineer- 
ing, tactics, and many phases of am- 
plibious operations. 





First Expert Infantryman’s Badge 
“A division is only as strong as its in- 
fantry,” declared Lt. Gen. Lesley J. Me- 
Nair, Commanding General, Army Ground 
Forces, at Ft. Bragg, N. C., 29 March, as 
he presented the first expert infantry- 
man’s badge to be awarded in the Army 
to T. Sgt. Walter L. Bull, Maryland Na- 
tional Guardsman, attached to the 390th 
Infantry Regiment, 100th Division, 

As the division stood at attention, Gen- 
eral McNair praised its appearance and 
reminded that the new badge represented 
fitness for combut, and could be replaced 
by the combat infantryman’s badge after 
the infantryman has been in combat. 


Fitness is an essential, the general 
stressed. “To the infantry belong the 


strong, if the division is to be powerful 
and durable,” he said. 


He continued: 

“A division such as yours is the great bat 
tle unit of our Army. The strength of an 
army is measured in divisions. Two-thirds of 
the troops of a division are infantry. The 
other third—artillery, engineers, and the 
smaller units—are to help and protect the in- 
fantry. These helpers must find pride and 
satisfaction in the achievements of their in- 
fantry, cheer it in victory, and feel respon 
sible when losses are heavy. They must show 
the infantry that the entire division is solid 
ly behind it—especially when the going is 
tough. 

“Thus a division is a team. 
work good, when all its thousands push 
together, its power is tremendous. When 
teamwork is poor, much of the power is lost 
and losses pile up without worthwhile gains. 

“A division is only as strong as its infan 
try. A division can fight only so long as its 
infantry can fight. When the infantry is worn 
out, the division is through until the infan- 
try has been rehabilitated. The infantry is 
both the strength and the weakness of a di- 
vision.” 


Continue Old Age Benefit 

A bill to amend the Social Security 
Act to provide a wage credit of $110 a 
month for all personnel in the military 
or naval service for any month or part 
of a calendar month spent in active serv- 
ice after 16 Sept. 1940 was introduced 
this week by Senators Wagner, George, 
and Clark, Mo. 

The bill would not apply to those who 
receive credit for military or naval serv- 
ice under the Railroad Retirement Act or 
the Civil Service Retirement Act. 

When duplicate benefits accrue to an 
individual because of disability, retire- 
ment or old age; or when they are pay- 


When its team- 
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able to his wife or child because of his 
retirement, disability or old age; or when 
they are payable to a child, widow or 
parent because of the death of the indi- 
vidual involved, the benefit payable 
would be adjusted by a scale provided 
in the bill. 

By “duplicate benefits” would be meant 
a benefit accruing from this bill, if en- 
acted, plus a benefit, allowance, annuity 
or compensation, including payments un- 
der any workmen's compensation law, 
payable by reason of past employment 
or services under Federal or State laws 
or plans “if the benefit system is sup- 
ported without direct and substantial 
contributions by wage earners.” 





Extra Funds for Navy 

A $490,000,000 first deficiency appro- 
priation bill for 1944, carrying extra 
funds for the Navy and the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, as well as other govern- 
ment agencies, was passed by the Senate 
this week, agreement was reached be- 
tween the Senate and House on Senate 
amendments, and the measure sent to the 
President. 

For the Navy. transfers from ordnance 
appropriations to the office of the Secre- 
tary, to training, to libraries, welfare and 
recreation and to the Marine Corps are 
authorized. For repair facilities $120,- 
000.000 is appropriated. 

Restored by the Senate were cuts orig- 
inally imposed by the House on appro- 
priations for the Naval Training Stations 
at Lake Vend Oreille, Idaho; Lake 
Seneca, N. Y., and Port Deposit, Md. 

Justifying $1,700,000 for Pend Oreille, 
$1,700,000 for Seneca and $1,050,000 for 
Port Deposit, Vice Adm. Randall Jacobs, 
Chief of Naval Personnel, told the Senate 
Appropriations Committee that the Pres- 
ident has approved a step-up in enlisted 
strength which will require the training 
of 640,000 recruits in the last six months 
of the current fiscal year, as compared 
to 413,000 contemplated when those sums 
were first asked of Congress. 

The Navy also had asked authority to 
purchase automobiles for Admirals King, 
Stark and Nimitz, at $3,500 each. The 
House first denied the request, the Sen- 
ate later voted only the cur for Admiral 
Stark, and the House accepted the com- 
promise. 

The Senate added $1,500,000 to $30,- 
000,000 voted by the House for the Vet- 
eraus’ Administration, wost of the in- 
crease being to provide 206 additional 
beds at the Fargo, N. Dak., facility. . 





Gen. Marshall for President 

The possibility that General George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
may be the democratic nominee for presi- 
dent in the event that President Roose- 
velt should decline a fourth term, was put 
forward this week by Mayor Edward J. 
Kelly, Illinois Democratic leader. Mayor 
Kelly said he thought either General 
Marshall or Senator Barkley would be 
nominated if the President does not run 
again. 

In the meantime, the New York Her- 
ald-Tribune, in a copyright dispatch, 
states that it can say, without fear of 
contradiction, that General Marshall 
positively will not be a candidate. If the 
general were in a position to talk, the 
paper says, he would say “I'll be in my 
grave before I'll be in politics.” 


Gen. Pershing in Ceremonies 
General John J, Pershing, General of 


the Armies of the United States, and 
General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, will participate in the annual 


Easter sunrise services to be held by the 
Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
9 April in the amphitheater of Arlington 
National Cemetery, it was announced 
this week. 

General Pershing will place a cross of 
lilies on the Tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier. General Marshall will offer a 
prayer for victory.
